Mayor Tells Japan Dinner Guests 
He’s Glad to Hear Business 
Men’s League Was Decent. 





FEARS IT WAS A SMALL. ONE 





Tlit Followed Griscom’s Introduction 
of the Mayor—Jacob H. Schiff Lauds 
Japan and the New Ambassador. 





The Japan Society of New York gave a 
dinner at the Hotel Astor Igst night in 
honor of Ambassador Yasuya Uchida and 
his wife, the Baroness. Three hundred 
guests were seated in the north ballroom, 
which was decorated with Japanese and 
American flags and plants and flowers. 
Dwarf Japanese trees set in miniature 
gardens were the souvenirs. Many of the 
Japanese women wore the costumes of 
their native land, while others were at- 
tired in Western gowns. 

The feature of the dinner, however, was 
the comments of Mayor William J. Gay- 
nor, on his introduction by Lioyd C. 
Griscom, President of the Republican 
County Committee, who was Ambassador 
to Japan at the time of the Russian war, 
and was toastmaster at the dinner. Mr. 
Griscom had said: 


Griscom Introduces Gaynor. 


“Tt was with some trepidation that I 
learned that one of my duties to-night 
would be to introduce his Honor the May- 
or of New York. When I returned to this 
city some few months ago I learned that 
nm Mayoralty campaign was in progress 
and that my good friend, Otto T. Ban- 
nard, was a candidate. I entered the cam- 
paign to do everything I could to secure 
his election, and organized a business 
men’s league for that purpose. You all 
know the result. [Laughter.] I am glad 
of one thing, that we instructed our speak- 
ers and in writing our advertising which 
we put in the papers we confined our- 
selves to praise of Mr. Bannard and ab- 
stained from criticism of the enemy. 
{Appiause.] It was only a few days ago 
that I met Mr. Gaynor. It was at lunch- 
eon. I went with fear and trembling. 
But his Honor had never heard of me. 
When Judge Whitman, who introduced 
me, said something about Ambassador to 
Italy, he replied: ‘I suppose it must have 
been your father who was Ambassador.’ ” 

Then Mr. Griscom told the story of how 
Bryan, after a campaign against a suc- 
cessful Republican candidate for Gover- 
nor of Nebraska, was to speak at a meet- 
ing under similar circumstances at which 


the Governor was to act as toastmaster, 
and was very nervous. Just before his 
turn the Governor leaned over toward Mr. 
Bryan and asked behind his hand: ‘| 
beg your pardon, do you speak or sing?’’ 

“TIT am giad to know,’’ said the Mayor 
“that there was even one po- 
litical organization in the late unpleas- 
antness, as I may call the recent mu- 
nicipal campaign, which treated me with 
ordinary decency. I learned of it for 
the first time to-night. I saw no evidence 
of it during the campaign. I believe that 
organization of Griscom’s must have been 
a very small one. [Laughter.]} I 
lived for thirty vears in this community, 
over in the Borough of Brooklyn—I might 
say almost since | have been a boy—and 
without the break of a day or of a single 
hour I have been trying to do what I am 
now trying to do in the office of Mayor. 
[Applause.|] With the persistence of Cato 
calling for the destruction of Carthage, in 
season and out of season I have been 
trying to lift government up and make 
it decent in this city. Yet when I came 
to run for the office of Mayor it seemed 
that nobody knew what I had been doing 
unless it was my neighbors. But I never 
stir up any trouble, and you will have to 
blame Griscom for this. I believe he 
started this to lug in by the ears this 
littie political organization of his. The 
people are beginning to find that I am not 
tangled up with anypody. But if I am 
not tangled yp, I want to say that I have 
been shoulder to shoulder with the peo- 
ple, and I know that I can’t do anything 
without the intelligent sentiment of the 
people behind me. I want to apologize 
for being late. I didn’t walk. [Laugh- 
ter.] If I had, I should have been on 
time. JI waited for an automobile, but it 
didn’t come. 

What We Ove to the East. 

“YT am giad to be here to welcome the 
Japanese Ambassador He 
comes from a great country. If his coun- 
try and ours stand by side and 
shoulder to shoulder may much 
for each other and for.all humanity. 
Your country may let in a great flood of 
light on us and we may let a little ray of 
light in upon you. Asia was walking in 
the halls of Kings and standing in the 
presence of Princes when our ancestors 
were running naked in the woods of Eu- 
rope and literally burrowing holes in the 
ground. When Asia came to Europe there 
were no damasks there, there was not a 
carpet in Europe. And if I may say it in 
this presence, there was not a woman in 
Europe who was clothed in more than a 
single garment, while the women of Asia 
had outer and inner garments. Even the 
word chemise is of Asiatic origin. There 
was no doctor in Europe and no man 
of learning. 

**Of science, of mathematics, of astron- 
omy, of optics, of what you will, what 
was there that he did not get out of 
Asia? You merchants and bankers, the 
very numerals in which you foot up your 
accounts, are all from Asia. And all of 
Our sacred Scriptures, except the Gospel 
of John, are of Asiatic origin. Even the 
Saviour Jesus came from an Oriental 
Jewish family in an out-of-the-way Ori- 
ental province of the Roman Empire. 
There is little that we have that did not 
come out of the Fast, either material, in- 
tellectual, or spiritual. 

“And now that your gunpowder is just 
as good and your cannon just as great 
as ours we must admit that you are ciy- 
ilized as much as we. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] Europe is an infant compared 
with you. Perhaps the pendulum swung 
to Europe for the past thousand years, 
and is now swinging back again. We hear 
much talk of the yellow peril, of the 
Eastern peril. I hope there is no peril. 
I hope that Christianity and all the relig- 
ions of the East, some of them, if not all 
with the Golden Rule, a thousand years 
before Christianity, will lead to a religion 
of all humanity so that when the pendu- 
lum swings half way back again the 
friendship and good will between our na- 
tions will be assured.” [Applause.] 

At the conclusion of the Mayor’s speech 
Mr, Griscom rose again to express the 
hope that his reference to the late munici-. 
pal campaign had not been misunder- 
stood. Mr. Griscom proposed a toast to 
the health and prosperity of Mayor Gay- 

rand to the success of his administra- 
tion, which was drunk standing. There 
were one or two banzais from the Jap- 
anese as there had been when the formal 
toasts to the President and the Mikado 
and to the Ambassador and the Baroness 
had been drunk.

CRUISERS IN BAD CONDITION. 


West Virginia and Maryland Said to 


Have Poor Engine Equipment. 


VALLEJO, Cal., Feb. 18.—It has been 
learned at Mare Island Navy Yard that 
the cruisers West Virginia and Maryland 
were in poor condition when they reached 
San Francisco from the Orient last Mon- 
day. : 

The West Virginia is said to have en- 
tered port running only one engine with 
two cylinders, and Lieut. Commander C. 
B. Barnes, her engineer officer, recom- 
mended that she be sent to Mare Island 
for a general overhauling, and filed a for- 
mal protest against taking her to sea 
when the fleet sails, on the ground that 
she is unseaworthy. The Maryland's en- 
gines and boilers are declared in little 
better condition than those of the West 
Virginia. 

Both the West Virginia and the Mary- 
land are said to have consumed from 260 
to 300 tons of coal daily on the run from 
Honolulu, while the California and the 
South Dakota, running at the samé speed, 
used Only 100 tons each. 

Because of friction between the Con- 
stuction and the Engineer Corps at the 
Mare Island Navy Yard, the outcome of 
the inquiry into the condition of the 
boilers of the cruiser New Orleans when 
that vessel was placed in commission two 
months ago is awaited with interest. The 
New Orleans sailed for Honolulu, but 
was compelled to return to port because 
of leaky boiler tubes. ‘ 


IMITATED COMIC SUPPLEMENT 


Plainfield Boy Arrested for Sending 
Fake Telephone Messages.

PLAINFIELD, Feb. 18.—THe comic sup- 
plement of a New York Sunday newspaper 
prompted Charter Warren Birch, the 13- 
year-old son of Charles G. Birch, of Fair- 
view Avenue, to cause enough trouble to 
land him in the police court to-day. The 
boy decided yesterday afternoon to have 
some fun at the expense of John Hum- 
mell, a milk dealer, and score of trades- 
men by following out the deeds in the 
supplement picture. 

Young Birch called the Public Service 
Corporation on the telephone and told the 
clerk that Mr. Hummell wanted his gas 
meter taken out right away. Then he 
called up some twenty merchants and 
gave orders for goods to be delivered im- 
mediately C. O. D. In between the time 
that Mr. Hummell spent in trying to ex- 
plain that he had never ordered a ton of 
coal, a twelve-pound turkey, twelve quarts 
of ice cream ,and other things, he tried 
to get into communication with the police. 

Chief of Police Weiss had the Birch boy 
in the police court this morning. He told 
Mayor Smalley that he had followed out 
what he had seen in the Sunday suppie- 
nent of a newspaper and didn’t think it 
was wrong.

DR. COOK ADMITS IDENTITY. 


Brooklyn Man Tells Beigian Ryssel- 
berghe He’s Writing Arctic Book. 
SANTIAGO, Chile, Feb. 18.—Dr. Fred- 

erick A. Cook to-day admitted his identi- 

ty. He visited his old associate, the Bel- 
gian engineer, Rysselberghe, and the two 
were together for some hours. 

The two men were members of the 
Belgian antarctic expedition of 1897-8, 
and the engineer recognized Cook when 
they were fellow-passengers on the steam- 
er from Valdivia. UntH now, however, 
Cook had refused to recognize his former 
companion. 

Cook told Rysselberghe, {t is said, that 
he is preparing’a complete account of his 
polar explorations, which, he maintains, 
will prove that he reached the north pole.

A reason why the Alaskans did not 
expose Dr. Cook’s story of his ascent of 
Mount McKinley is suggested by Bishop 
P. T. Rowe of the Episcopal Church in 
that territory, who is now in New York. 
Bishop Rowe, whose travels over his vast 
diocese of 600,000 square miles have made 
him fairly familiar with his people, said 
yesterday: 

‘** You know it doesn’t do to dispute a 
man’s word very flatly in my country, 
and perhaps we rather grow into the habit 
of letting him tell whatever story he 
ehooses—so long as we are not forced to 
believe it. The fact that Alaska did not 
hasten to denounce and expose Dr. Cook 
must not be taken as a sign that the 
Alaskans accepted his story. The con- 
trary is the fact in the case.’’ 


MAY REQUIRE PEARY PROOFS. 


Possible Provision of Congress Bill for 
Honors to North Pole Discoverer. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The suggres- 
tion that Civil Engineer Robert EB. Peary, 
the explorer, should be requested to sub- 
mit proofs of his discovery of the north 
pole to the scientific bodies of the world 
before Congress granted him honors was 
the subject of considerable comment 
among members of the House to-day. 

It is possible that the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs, which will report the 
bill for honors to Peary, may insert 2 
provision requiring Peary to submit his 
proofs to the University of Copenhagen 
or some other unprejudiced body. 

The Moore bill granting Peary the 
thanks of Congress and bestowing upon 
him the rank of Rear Admiral on the 
retired list is opposed by members of the 
sub-committee of the naval committee 
having the Peary bills in charge. 

















To Paint Peary for Franz Josef. 

Ludwig Mark, an artist, arrived yester- 
day on the North German Lioyd liner 
George Washington. He comes here under 
commission from his Government to paint 
the portrait of Commander Peary, the 
discoverer of the north pole. His plans 


for the painting of the explorer are not 
complete, and no definite arrangements 
have been made for the sittings. Mr.

Service Board Directs Maintenance of 
Rush Hour Service All Day. 


As a result of the investigation into 
traffic conditions in the Interborough Sub- 
way, the Public Service Commission is- 
sued an order yesterday which compels 
the Interborough to run practically the 
maximum service possible with the equip- 
ment it has from the time the order goes 
into effect from 6:11 o’clock in the morn- 
ing to 12:39 after midnight.

Another mat- 
ter to be taken up at this conference is 
that cold storage eggs take in a certain 
amount of gas that is poisonous.

NEIL BURGESS DEAD. 


Actor Had Suffered from Diabetes for 
About a Year. 


Neil Burgess, the actor, died early this 
(Saturday) morning at his home, 177 
West’ Ninety-fifth street, New York. He 
had been suffering from diabetes for 
about a year, 


Mr. Burgess was «@ native of Boston, 
where he was born in 1851.° He aban- 
doned an art business to go on the 
stage. He first played in vaudeville. 
In Providence he happened to be cast’ for 
& woman’s part and made a hit. He then 
took the part of Mrs. Benjamin Bibbs in 
“A Quiet Family.’’ Then he-took up 
“Vim,’’ which was written for him and 
made another success. . R. Locke (Pe- 
troleum V. Nasby) induced him to play 
the Widow Bedott, and his reputation 
was firmly fixed in his style of women 
characters. 

He produced ‘‘The County Fair,” his 
greatest success, in Philadelphia in Octo- 
ber, 1888. It was taken to Proctor’s Twen- 
ty-third Street Theatre, in this city, the 
following March, and ran the season out. 
It then had a run of four years at the 
Union Square Theatre. Mr. Burgess made 
a large fortune, which he used in real 
estate operations with disastrous results.

Jacob H. Schiff, who has been honored 
by the Japanese Government for his en- 
gineering of the Russian war loans, then 
spoke. He said: 

“In @ recent publication of a young 
American diplomat it has, with mucn 
truth, been said that it is the will of the 
sovereign people, and no longer the whim 
of Kings, that determines the graver 
questions between nations, and. since 
popular passions cannot be causelessly 
stirred, it tne province of diplomacy 
to that such occasions shall never 
without good reason. Particularly 
in a democracy sueh as ours public opin- 
ion provides a final sanction against 
which no Government can rule. 

“Can there really pe room for any mis- 
understanding between these two nations? 
Have we, on our part, not proved our 
Triendship for the people of Japan by 
hastening to their aid, not only with our 
moral support, but moreover with our re- 
sources, and gave them freely of both. 
when in the late war a mighty colossus 
tried to crush them? 

“Though it was the banker who initi- 
ated and organized the substantial Ameri- 
cain ald to the Japanese people in the 
time of their stress. amounting to some- 
thing like $200,006,000 in less than eighteen 
months, it is the banker who is now being 
charged by the Japanese press.with hav- 
ing instigatedf the recent propositions of 
our Government, being in effect that noth- 
ing be done on the Asiatic Continent 
which might reduce the ‘‘ Open Door” 
from a fact to a theory, and thus bring 
about international difficulties which it 
is the earnest wish of the American peo- 
ple to see eliminated. 

‘* Nothing is further apart from the true 
state of affairs than this charge against 
the Sanker made in the Japanese press. 
The veice of our Government is influenced 
by no one, ang is solely the expression of 
the expectation of the American people 
that justice be scone, not only to their 
own interests, but alsc -to the great 
(hinese Empire which is truggling to re- 
establish itself along lines of taodern 
civilization. 

‘‘“A French writer thus speaks of the 
people of the United States: ‘A Nation 
which is at once the granary, the coal and 
iron mine, and the cottor fieid of the 
world, cannot remain incles2d inp ‘ts owt 
continent, indifferent to Wa2t occurs 1n 
other parts of the world.’ 

‘Thus is to be explained the position in 
which at this time the Un-ted States is 
Placed in regard to Far wastern 
fairs, and. because of tne ewistence of 
which we doubly weleome the arrival 
among us of Baren Uchida, a diploma 
of the new school, @ messenger of peace 
and good-will from his to our people. 

‘These decorations, which the gracious 
sovereign of our honored guest has be- 
stowed upon me, I did net receive for my 
own deserts, but because it had been my 
good fortune to be in part the channel 
tnrough which the assistance of the Amer- 
ican people to the veovle of Japan was 
made to flow during the late war. I am 
wearing these decorations to-night—as Il 
do only on rare occasions-—because I wish 
to lend emphasis to the warmth of the 
welcome it is our privilege to extend this 
evening to Ambassador Raron Uchida. 

‘“T am thorougkly: cenyvinced thet we 
can feel assured his entire endeavor, while 
with us in his respons'ble position, will 
not alone ‘be to serv2 his people, but to do 
all in his pow2> to prevent them°from 
misunderstanding ithe aims of this Nation, 
and to further cement the frien¢ship he- 
tween his aid our peopre. In this iof{ty 
mission we. wish him every success and 
godspeed.’’ 

Roypert P. Porter, who is about to sail 
for Japan as correspondent for The Lon- 
don Times, said the future of Japan is 
full of -hope and promise.

TAFT’S INJUNCTION BILL. | 


Prohibits Issuance of Order Without 
Hearing Except in Urgent Cases. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—What is gen- 
crally recognized as the Administration 
bill on the regulation of court injunctions 
was introduced to-day by Representative 
R. Q,. Moon (Rep.) of Pennsylvania, Chair- 
manof the Committee on Revision of Laws. 
It deals with a subject tn which the 
President has been deeply interested, and 
one which he has been anxious to sea 
enacted into law in a form that would 
redeem the pledges of his party on .he 
Subject and at the same time constitute 
no drastic innovation in legal procedure. 

The Moon bill in effect provides that no 


injunction, whether interlocutory or per. 
manent, shall be issued by any Federal 
court or Judge without previous notice 
and an opportunity to ve heard on behalf 
of the parties enjoined. 

But {t says further if there appears a 
probability that ‘“‘immediate and irra- 
parable injury’”’ is likely to ensue the 
court may issue a temporary restraining 
order without notice. t is required that 
every. such order shall define ¢he injury, 
state why irreparable, and why an order 
should be granted without notice, and 
that such an order shall not extend more 
than seven days from the time the no- 
tice is served.

“There are radical differences between 
the Moon bill and any other bill on thts 
important subjéct that has been hereto- 
fore introduced. My bill defines accu- 
rately the distinction between the varicus 
phases of the injunctive process, It di- 
vides injunctions proper into two ccm- 
prehensive classes—interlocutory injunc- 
tions and final {njunctions—and prohibits 
absolutely the issuance of such injunc- 
tions without notice and without an op- 
portunity of the defendant to be heard.

BUT SOON GETS OFF AGAIN

GONDOKORKO, Suden, on the Upper 
Nile, Feb. 18.—Theodore Roosevelt, Ker- 
mit Roosevelt, and Edmund Heller, tie 
zoUlogist, left on the steamer Redjaf to- 
day for a final week of shooting along the 
river banks. Meantime R, J. Cunning- 
ham, the field naturalist; Major Edgar 
A. Mearns, and J. Alden Loring, will re- 
main here to pack the specimens, dismiss 
the porters, and others who have accom- 
panied the Americans ag helpers, and con- 
clude the details incident to the winding 
up of the expedition. With the exception 
of the river excursion, tne ex-President’s 
big African hunt is practically ended, 

The Redjaf’s departure was attended by 
a cheering crowd, and before the vessel 
had passed out of the view of the wharf, 
both it and the Belgian launch, which ac- 
companied it, ran into a sandbank, where 
they stuck fast. The Redjaf presently re- 
leased herself and proceeded: The other 
boat, which was loaded with baggage, re- 
mained fast in the mud, and is not likely 
to be freed for many hours. 

Mr. Roosevelt expects to return from 
this river hunting trip on the 26th, and 
the party is scheduled to leave here on 
or about the same day. From the time 
of his final departure from Gondokoro Mr. 
Roosevelt will devote himself to-the prepa- 
ration of the lectures which he is to de- 
liver upon his arrival In Europe. 

The ex-President said to-day that ft was 
impossible for him to accept numerous 
kind invitations that had been extended 
to him, but that he would endeavor upon 
his return to New York to arrange to 
speak before the Hamilton Club of Chi- 
cago, and also to address the Milwaukee 
Press Club. Definite dates for these oc 
casions cannot be fixed until he reaches 
New York. It is finally decided that he 


will deliver the Romanes lecture at Ox- 
ford University May 158. 

Kermit Roosevelt and Mr. 
tinguished themselves to-day. A native 
had fallen into the river and been 
drowned near the steamer which carried 
the Roosevelt party.

'Premier Says National Assembly Must 
Meet to Revise Constitution. 


ATHENS, Feb. 18.—Premier Dragoumts, 

in a long statement before the Chamber 
of Deputies to-day, said that the convo- 
cation of the Assembly in extraordinary 
session was necessitated as much by the 
condition of internal affairs as by the 
foreign situation. He explained that the 
Military League had agreed to dissolve, 
and all those desiring a return to a nor- 
mal state of affairs had decided that 
there was no other alternative. The Pre- 
mier said he would submit a programme 
approved by all the party leaders, and If 
three-fourths of the Chamber supported

300 HURT IN PRUSSIAN RIOT. 


Casualties In Frankfort More Numer- 
ous Than at First Supposed. 


FRANKFORT, Feb. 18.—It was 2 o’clock 
this morning before the police had cleared 
the streets of the crowds gathered in pub- 
lic protest against the proposed Prussian 
suffrage laws. To-day some fifty of the 
demonstrators are in the hospitals and of 
the number five are seriously injured. 

Investigation to-day develops the fact 
that there were many more casualties last 
night than at first had been supposed. 
Many of the wounded avoided the hos- 
pitals, receiving treatment from private 
physicians in order to escape any pos- 
sible legal consequences involved. The 
number of wounded is now placed at be- 
tween 200 and 300. Twenty policemen 
are among the injured. 

The rioting during the later hours of the 
night, however, appears to have been con- 
fined to the ruffian element among the 
unemployed, The municipal lodging house, 
which is usually packed at night, shel- 
tered only seven persons last evening. 

The Socialists insist that those attending 
the meetings had been advised by the 
speakers to go quietly to their homes, and 


that the most of them were doing so 
when a policeman who had arrested a 
man was fired upon by a party of would- 
be rescuers. This incident, the Socialists 
say, afforded the police detachments the 
opportunity for which they were waiting, 
to attack the homegoers brutally, regard- 
less of age or sex. 

Other demonstrations have been an- 
nounced for next Sunday, but the meet- 
ings have been forbidden by the police, 
who are acting under orders from Berlin.

It is now explained that 400 of 
the enemy, upon the receipt of the news 
of Gen. Mena’s approach, hastened 
toward St, Vicente to reoccupy the forti- 
fications which they had erected there 
some time before. owever, Gen. Mena 
was the first to reach the point of van- 
tage, which he successfully defended. Gen. 
Mena and Gen. Zeledon, who now have 
three Maxims and two Hotchkiss guns, 
depended almost entirely upon their artil- 
lary and lost only three wounded. The re- 
port adds that the enemy’s loss is not 
known, which seems to indicate that the 
Government forces are still before St.

BENEFIT OF MERGER 


Kruttschnitt’s Figures in. Suits 
to Break Combination of Pa- 
cific Roads Taken Up. 


IN A NEW LICHT

Union Pacific and Southern Paclfic 


* Improvements Compared with Like 


Developments on Other Railroads. 





ice President Julius Kruttschnitt of 
the Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
systems resumed the witness stand yes- 
terday at the hearing in the Government’s 
suit to,dissolve the Union Pacific merger. 
He told of vast Improvements In the two 
lines since the merger, and gave the cost 
of them. 


Facilities had been provided on both! 


lines, he said, to meet the demands of 
increased freight traffic. With new loco- 
motives and better trackage, and more 
cars they were handling an inereased 
volume of business, and he thought that 
the freight service was as good as any 
provided by other transcontinental lNnes. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt was questioned as to 
the change in the freight schedule be- 
tween Council Biuffs and Ogden, where 
at ene time a fifty-four-hour train was 


‘ maintained. The time had been increased 


> 


to 100 hours and 45 minutes in 1907. He 
replied that the increased schedule was 
the only solution of the problem, and the 
public benefited in the end. 

“As I said yesterday,” he observed, 
“the bonus paid the public in elght years 
was $154,000,000, as a result of our fallure 
to raise freight rates to meet the in- 
creased cost of labor and materials to 
us.” 

“We oould operate a fifty-four-hour 


,trafn between Ogden and Council Bluffs, 


but we would have to sidetrack every- 
thing else and make it a preferred train, 
which we do not deem would be wise or 
right.”’ | 

The witness desoribed the improvements 
in passenger accommodations on the two 
lines, noting that they had seemed to be 
giving general satisfaction. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt said that the whole 
condition of the system was much better 
than before the merger and the credit of 
the company greatly improved. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt was questioned about 
the Sunset Route to San Franciste by 
way of Galveston.. He said that what- 
ever lengthening of the schedule had been 
made was to provide for a more efficient 
loading of trains and cars. 

“You know, don’t you, that between 
1897 and 1907 there was the greatest period 
of railroad expansion and development? ”’ 
inquired Frank B. Kellogg, chief counsel 
for the Government. 


, “I know it was a period of expansion,” 
said Mr. Kruttschnitt. 

“Don’t you know that enormous sums 
were spent by the various railroads in 
improving their roads? ’”’ 

‘‘As a rule, yes.” 

‘*And this money was spent upon the 

















same class of improvements and better- 
ments as your roads expended money?” 

‘“* Well, I don’t know that.’’ 

“Don't yeu know that the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad singe 1907 has spent $400,- 
000,000 on its system, not including the 
outside roads? ’’ 

‘That is interesting information. I 
didn’t know it-if it is so.’’ 

“You know that the Baltimore & Ohio 
spent $160,000,000 in this period? ’”’ 

‘*T didn’t know that. It is interesting.”’ 

‘Do you know that the Santa Fé spent 

125,000,000? ”’ 

‘‘] understand they spent freely, but 
that seems small compared with what we 
spent. The Southern Pacific has about 
the same mileage as the Santa Fé and 
spent §200,000,000, 

The Union Pacific had spent $121,000,000, 
he said, and $57,000,000 of that was for 
new lines. 

“That was for the purchase of the San 
Pedro, wasn’t it?’’ asked Mr, Kellogg. 

**Il can't say as to that.’’ 

The San Pedro is the road which Sena- 
tor Clark was building and which the 
(government charges was acquired by the 
Union Pacific through oppressive methods 
before it.was completed. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt said he wasn’t aware 
that the Great Northern had spent about 
$115,000,000 and the Northern Pacific 
about $90,000,000, 

When Mr. Kellogg asked the witness if 
he didn't know that the capital of the 
railroads had doubied in the last ten 
years, he didn’t think, at any rate, that 
the capital per mile had doubled, though 
he wasn’t sure. 

“IT will look that up,’”’ said Mr. Krutt- 
schmitt, ‘‘and will be glad to admit it if 
I find it is so.” ' 

Mr. Kellogg got down to an analysis 
of some of the carefully prepeess tables 
which Mr. Kruttschnitt ad offered in 
evidence. Among the data was a state- 
ment that labor had increased 20 per cent. 
in the Union Pacific and 25 per cent. in 
the Southern Pacific between 1897 and 
1908. 

“Don’t you know that in 1897, when 
your tables begin, wages were the lowest 
in thirty years?’’ asked Kellogg. 

“J don’t know that,” said Mr. Krutt- 
schnitt. 

“Tf labor and material should increase 
20 or 25 per cent., do you think that 
the railroads should increase their gross 
rates accordingly? ’”’ 

“TI don’t think we should expect quite 
so much. It might make ts too pros- 
perous. If the railroads got a square 
deal and were treated as fairly as other 
corporations, rates would have advanced 
the same as other things. But we were 
in a position where we were ‘between the 
devil and the deep sea, there were in- 
terests that opposed the raising of rates, 
and we were prevented from .decreasing 
wages. So we were left to work out our 
own salvation.” 

“But notwithstanding all this unfair 
treatment the Union Pacific has been 
paying a 10 per cent. dividend since 
1906? ”” 

‘Yes, I think so; but for many years 
it paid no dividends.” 

“TtTiave not the net earnings and sur- 
plus of the Union Pacific increased every 
year since consolidation?” asked Kel-

Twelve Large Bakeries of New 
York, Brooklyn, and Jersey 
in a Combination. 
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}ONLY BENT ON ECONOMY 
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Organizers Insist There Will Be No 
Increase in Prices Nor Any Attempt 
to Corner the Bread Market.

The formation of a $6,000,000 bread com- 


bination, consisting of twelve large bread 
bakeries of Manhattan, Brooklyn, Ho- 
boken, and Jersey City, with a capacity 
of more than 12,000 barrels of flour a 
week and producing more than 10 per 
cent. of the total bread output of New 
York City, was announced yesterday. The 
combination will supply only the grocer- 
les, delicatessen stores, hotels, and res- 
taurants, handling nearly half of the 
bread output. Papers of incorporation for 
the new concern were filed under the 
name of the Shults Breag Company at 
Albany on Thursday, and the election of 
officers and the organization of the com- 
pany will be completed some time between 
now and March 1. 

Organizers of the combination and the 
firms included deny any intention to cor- 
ner the bread market or to raise prices, 
and insist that the consolidation is merely 
to bring about economy in administration 
and production, doing away with the large 
proportion of returns of stale bread now 
made by grocers to the various baking 
companies, This economy is to be achieved 
by lessening’ competition between the 
firms, dividing the trade according to the 
location of the baking places.

A 
grocer in Manhattan, he said, would often 
receive bread from bakers in Brooklyn, 
Manhattan, and Hoboken at the same 
time, returning the larger part of the 
loaves unsold and stale the next day. 
Under the new organization, he said, this 
wasteful competition would be stopped. 
All the bakers concerned were strong in 
their denial that any increase in the price 
of bread is contemplated by the trust. 
There would be no competition with the 
many small bakeries, it was sald, nor 
was it intended to establish ultimately a 
chain of bakeries throughout the city un- 
der control of the organization. As the 
average barrel will produce 280 loaves, 
the total weekly output of the Shults 
Company will be about 3,500,000 loaves.

Traveling Member of the Worthy 
Paper Company Disappeared 
at the Convention Here. 








BAGGAGE STILL IN HIS ROOM 





Friends of Missing Man Fear He May 
Have Been Drugged.or Murdered— 
Hospitals Searched In Vain. 





When the several thousand paper manu- 
facturers and wholesalers of this country 
gathered in this city on Wednesday and 
Thursday of last week for their annual 
dinners, Charles H, Davenport, Jr., of 
Springfield, Mass., was among the most 
warmly welcomed. Davenport is the 36- 
year-old son of Charles H. Davenport of 
the Whitmore Manufacturing Company 
of Holyoke, Mass., and is himself a stock- 
holder and traveling agent of the Worthy 
Paper Company of Mittineaque, Mass. 
He is more than 6 feet in height, with 
broad shoulders. He was very popular 
throughout the paper manufacturing busi- 
ness. On the night of Feb. 10, at the big 
annual Pulp and Paper Makers’ Associa- 
tion dinner at the Waldorf, he conversed 
with some 200 of his fellow-paper manu- 
facturers in the hotel corridors. Since he 
said good-bye to his friends and left the 
hotel, shortly before midnight on that 
evening, nothing has been seen or heard 
of him. 

His baggage Is in the room at the Mur 
ray Hill Hotel which he occupied for the 
forty-eight hours between his arrival in 
this city and his disappearance. The po- 
lic» of this city, many prominent mem- 
bers of the papermaking industry, and 
his relatives have spent the last week 
searching for him. Detective ‘Murphy of 
Police Headquarters, F. H. Ross, one of 
Mr. Davenport’s customers, and Dr. 
Lynch, the missing man's family physi- 
cian, went to the Morgue and to every 
hospital in the city last Wednesday to 
find some trace of him. Mr. Ross, who 
is directing the search in this city, ex- 
pressed the fear yesterday that his friend 
had been drugged or killed. 


‘‘ Davenport was of strixing appearance, 
not only because of his unusual height 
and breadth of shoulders, but because of 
his thick blond hair and mustache,”’ said 
Mr. Ross yesterday. ‘‘ He left his home 
in Springfield last Wednesday, telling his 
wife and daughter that he intended to 
visit my firm and other customers, and 
perhaps attend the two trade dinners. 
lis time was so taken up after he reached 
here that he was unable to attend the 
first dinner. He called on me to talk 
business, and on Thursday night about 3 
o'clock he and I parted at the Grand 
Central Subway station—I to go uptown 
and he saying that he would return to 
the Murray Hill Hotel. Instead of re- 


turning to the hotel, he apparently de- | 





cided to go down to the Waldorf, know- 
ing that he would meet there many busi- 
ness friends. On arriving there he talked, 
I have since learned, to many paper man- 
ufacturers. He left there at 11:45 P. M. 
Nobody remembers seeing him go. He 
had planned to return home last Friday, 
and when he did not return early this 
week his father and wife telephoned to 
me. On Wednegday his family physician, 
Dr, Lynch, came, and we searched the 
hospitals. Detective Murphy of Police 
Headquarters told me yesterday that he 


had been unable to find any trace of him 


as aii." 

One of the paper manufacturers who 
attended the pulp and paper men’s dinner 
at the Waldorf and who talked with the 


missing man was J. Anderson of 5 Beek- 


man Street. 

*“‘ Davenport was not in evening dress, 
and for this reason did not cOme up into 
the ballroom, where the dinner was being 
held,’’ said Mr. Anderson yesterday. ‘‘ But 
the paper men constantly passed in and 
out of the ballroom in the course of the 
dinner. They all found Davenport in the 
lobby, and, having always been popular, 
he held quite a reception theré. fre must 
have chatted and joked with fully 200 of 
his fellow-paper manufacturers between 
8:30 and 11:30 o’clock that evening in the 
hotel corridors.”’ 

According to his friends, when he dis- 
appeared Davenport had little money in 
his possession, as he expected to return 
to Springfield next morning.

I judge that many others feel 
the same way, too, because the Equa) 
Franchise Society, which I helped to 
establish, and of which I am President, 
now has nearly 600 members, ang is stead- 
ily increasing in numbers. It has already 
so far outgrown our original anticipa- 
tions that I feel bound to give it all the 
time that I can spare from my family 
duties. 

‘‘“My resignation from the Legislative 
Committee must not be considered as in- 
dicating any lack of sympathy with the 
members of the State association, but 
my first obligation is to my own society, 
and that work takes every minute of time 
I can spare. 

“The Equal Franchise Society has 
never been auxiliary to the State asso- 
ciation, nevertheless the rental of the 
Harmanus Bleecker Hall was made by 
this society to the senior association as 
a proof of its good-will and interest.”’

Fifty Words at Night for the Cost of 
Ten in the Day—By Telephone from 
House to Telegraph Office. 





Letters by telegraph are expected to 
become a popular means of communica- 
tion after a while. That.is the idea ths 
Directors of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company and the Western 
Union, which now belongs to the first- 
named company, had in mind when they 
decided upon the fifty-word night letter 
as a new feature of the telegraph service. 
The additional facilities that the tele- 
phone company was able to supply were 
counted upon to make it easy for the 
sender to get the letter from his house to 
the wires, 

The night letter system is scheduled to 
start some time within a month. 

It is to be handled in combination by 
the telegraph and telephone when that is 
the quickest and most convenient way. 
When it reaches its destination in the 
early morning hours it is put in the mails 
there and delivered in the first morning 
distribution, 

In announcing the new service the com- 
pany stipulates that only plain English 
letters will be received. Code words are 
excluded. The rate for fifty words is to 
be the same as the day rate for ten words, 
and one-fifth of the day rate is to be 
cnarged for each additional ten words 
or less, 

“We are inaugurating this ‘ night let- 
ter’ plan in order to keep our idle wires 
busy at night,” said an official of both 
the American Telegraph and the Western 
Union Telephone Companies yesterday. 
“It will be a great economy to business 
men and an additional convenience to 
them, ; 

** Messages handed itn at a Western Union 
office in one city up to midnight will be 
transmitted to destination with customary 
rapidity. The office of destination will 
place the messages in stamped and ad- 
dressed envelopes and messengers will 
carry them over to the local Post Office, 


Sepestting them there before 8 A. M., long 
before the first morning mail goes out, 
“The ‘night letter’ 
meant for letters, It insures quick trans- 
mission; If I send a letter from here 
to St. Louis, for example, by mail to-day 
it will reach its destination to-morrow 
afternoon, and may not be delivered until 
next day. If I send the same letter by 
our ‘night letter’ service this evening 
the letter will be delivered in St. Louis to- 
morrow morning in the first mail.”’ 

People who live remote from the tele- 
graph office, where the telegraph office 
closes early in the evening, are to have 
city accommodations under the new plans 
that have been worked out. They may 
call up the Bell Telepnone Company 
‘‘central’’ in their locality and lictate 
their telegraphic messages. ‘ Central” 
will communicate the message to the 
nearest office of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, and it will from 
there be dispatched to its destination oyer 
the telegraph wires. 

As the American Telegraph Company's 
offices in the big cities are open aay and 
night, every private person who has ac- 
cess to a Bell telephone may send a 
telegram to any distant part of the coun- 
try at any hour of the night. The answer 
also can be delivered back to the sender 
over his telephone by telephone “ cen- 
tral.”’ 

The rates to be charged for this combi- 
nation of telephone and telegraph service 
have not yet been worked out, but it was

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| AS TO FREE CITY PIERS. 


Irving T. Bush Cites Philadelphia’s Ex- 
perience—England Taxes Cargoes. 


The Bush Terminal Company, which 
controls seven of the city’s largest piers 
in South Brooklyn, sent out yesterday an 
interview with its President, Irving T. 
Bush, arguing that unless New York is 
ready to assume the entire responsibility 
for furnishing docking accommodations, 
the English example of free piers cited 
by Mayor Gaynor cannot be used as ap- 
plying to American conditions, as Eng- 
land relieves the vessel of all possible 
charges, placing the burden on the cargo, 
while Americans, being owners of car- 
goes, are anxious to shift the charges 
from the cargo to the vessel. 

“Before deciding on a method of man- 
agement for the docks owned by the city,”’ 
said Mr. Bush, “ there are two questions 
to be asked and answered: First, are the 
piers to be operated from the standpoint 
of revenue, or are they to be free or 
nearly so, with the view to competing 
with other seaport cities? Second, are 
the charges for the use of the pliers to be 
levied against the merchandise, as is done 
in various English ports, or against the 
vessel, as has been the custom here 
heretofore? It 1s quite within the right 
of the taxpayer to say that he desires to 
have his money expended for the purpose 
of creating port facilities which will en- 
courage commercial development, and suc- 
cessfully compete with other Atlantic 
ports, but if this policy be adopted, no 
half-way measure can succeed. Hither 
the city must furnish for a nominal 
charge all the piers required, or it should 
furnish none, except on a basis which 
permits a fair return on the investment. 

“ Philadelphia is frequently cited as an 
example of*the benefit of free piers. I 
found on all sides an abundance of water- 
front property owned by private interests 
which was capable of being developed 
fo the benefit of Philadelphia, but no 
private owner could afford to do any- 
thing, because the Philadelphia & Read- 
ing and Pennsylvania Railroads were of- 
fering free piers to the steamships, The 
railroads were induced to do this because 
of a desire to secure the hauling of the 


freight which comes from and to the 
steamers, 

‘The result had been that the railroads 
had grudgingly constructed an occasional 
plier, and the commerce of Philadelphia 
had been stifled, there being no induce- 
ment for any one to develop the water- 
front On & more generous scale. The 
very freedom from charge, which had 
been advanced as a@ great benefit to the 
commerce of Philadelphia, had been the 
direct cause of preventing its expansion. 
The result will be the same here if the 
city decides upon a policy of nominal 
rents without a sufficiently broad pro- 
gramme to provide, not only the plers 
necessary now, but those required to draw 
additional commerce to us in the future. 

“In @ measure the uncertainty sur- 
rounding this question has already had 
its effect. It was the intention of the 
Bush Terminal Company to purchase ad- 
ditional water front, and to continue its 
pler development until it began to be sug- 
gested that the city would construct piers 





nue. We immediately changed our plans, 
and have turned our attention to the in- 
dustrial development behind our plers, It 
was manifestly impossible for us to con- 
tinue our water-fronit development and 
compete with free city pliers. 

*‘Ag, to the second point, whether the 
charge for the use of the plier should be 
levied against the cargo or the vessel, 
many people seem to think that the docks 
are free in England. This is not true, 
because they are subject to charges there, 
as here. There is merely a difference in 
collecting the charge. The steamship 
owner in England has succeeded in ar- 
ranging that a nominal charge be im- 
posed upon the steamer, and that the real 
revenues he! derived from a landing charge 
upon the cargo. This may he a proper 
policy in England, because the English- 
man owns the steamers, but in this coun- 
try it has been considered better policy 
to make the foreign steamship owner pay 
for the use of the plier and relieve the 
American merchant of a landing charge 
on the cargo. 

“Before adopting a policy of free plers 
and a landing charge upon cargo, the city 
officials should recognize the extent of 
the problem which they are undertaking, 
count {ts costs, and determine who will 
bear the burden or receive the benefit.’”’ 


FINN CHARGES WITHDRAWN. 


Court Accepting a Statement That the 
Magistrate Is Critically Il] at Home. 


The impeachment proceedings against 
City Magistrate Daniel BE. Finn were with- 
drawn in the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court yesterday. His removal 
from the Board of Magistrates had been 
asked by the Excise Department on the 
allegation that he had refused to hold 
men on proper evidence for violation of 
the excise law. The court was crowded 
with friends and political associates of the 
Magistrate, who for years has been Tam- 
many leader of the First Assembly Dis- 
trict. 

When counsel! for the Fxcise Board told 
the court that the Magistrate was report- 
ed to be ill at his home, 569 Broome 
Street, and that every effort to serve him 
had failed, ex-Surrogate James FE. Church, 
attorney for Magistrate Finn, notified the 
court that the Magistrate was dangrer- 
ously ill and that his physician feared 
fatal results if he should be troubled at 
this time by service of papers when he 
was unable to appear and defend himself. 

Dr. Edward K. Ross, Magistrate Finn's 
physician, made an affidavit, shown in 
court, stating that great danger to the 
Magistrate’s life would result if he were 
served with lecal proceedings. 

Acting Presiding Justice Clarke then 
suggested that the pending legal action 
on the charges he temporarily withdrawn. 
This was agreed to. 

Attorney Church, for Magtstrate Finn, 
told the court that as soon as Magistrate 
Finn regained his health he would come 
into court voluntarily and fight the 
charges against him. 

Some of the friends of the Magistrate 
who were in court said that he was more 
seriously 11] than was generally known 
from a nervous breakdown, and that his 
condition was critical. 











First Auto Ambulance for Horses. 
The American Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals put into opera- 
tion yesterday the first automobile am- 
bulance for the transportation of dis- 


abled horses in use in this country. The 
society now has four horse ambulances 
in use. It expects, with the acquisition 
of the motor vehicle, to give more effi- 
cient service in removing sick and in- 
jured animals from the streets.

Dr. Wiley Says They Shouldn’t 
Be Allowed to Raise Their 
Heads After Conviction. 








CLASSES THEM WITH THIEVES 





But, He Says, the Law Punishes a Boy 
More Who Steals a Transfer— 
Wants Public Opinion Aroused. 





Public opinion about food adulteration 
should be such that convicted adulterators 
could not raise their heads in decent go- 
clety, any more than a convicted thief 
can raise his, Dr, Harvey W. Wiley, head 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, United States 
Department of Agriculture, told chemistry 
students of the City College in the Chem- 
istry Bullding yesterday afternoon. 

Dr. Wiley sald that while he wag rid- 
ing up to deliver the lecture he had no- 
ticed prominent signs saying that any 
one convicted of giving away or using a 
Street car transfer was subject to prose- 
cution and a possible penalty of a year 
in the penitentiary and a fine of $500, 
Hood adulterators, he said, are fined $200. 

“ There ig some difference, young men,” 
he went on, “in the punishment when 
you offend against a corporation and 
when one offends against you and ten 
million like you. You steal a transfer, 
which is worth, possibly, a cent or two, 
and see what you get. There !s a great 
aifference when the corporation {s the 
offender and when it !s the offended. 

“Men convicted of food adulteration 
and so convicted of stealing, or attempt- 














and operate them without regard to reve- | 
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ing to steal away, the health of millions, 
lose no social position. They remain the 
Elders of the Church, retain positions on 
committees appointed for the upbullding 
of the public welfare, and they do not 
hold down their heads like a boy does 
when he is caught stealing a transfer.”’ 
The best remedy for food adulteration, 
Dr. Wiley said, was the creation of such 
& public opinion as would get food adul- 
terators outside the pale of ethical, moral, 
and polite society. That there was no 


such public opinion now the transfer pen- | 
alty and the food adulteration penalty |

served to illustrate. 
adulteration should be taught in the pub- 
lic schools, and their study should be con- 


tinued in the colleges. We sald that, 
though the law forces the manufacturers 
to put upon the packages the truth about 
the adulteration, still it was done in such 
ingenious way that most purchasers 
didn’t realize what they were getting. 
He told the students that ‘Kes should 
not only refuse adulterated food them- 
selves, but they should instruct others 
how to scrutinige labels and detect un- 
worthy products. If this were kept up 
long enough, he foresaw the time when 
the manufacturers would get so few or- 
ders for the adulterated product and so 
many orders for the pure product that 


«they would drop the making af the former 


and confine themselves to thé latter. 

Dr. Wiley said some one who possessed 
great chemical knowledge had disagreed 
with him about some food adulterations. 
He said somebody was mistaken. He 
wanted the public as a great jury to de- 
cide who was wrong. The students ap- 
plauded Dr. Wiley vigorously.

| CAIRO QUIET AGAIN; 


‘MILITIA. ON GUARD 


No Further Attempt to Lynch:the 
Negro Who Stole a Dollar 
Is Expected. 


ONE DEAD, FOUR WOUNDED 


Sheriff Let DyIng Man Lle In: Snow 
Three Hours, Refusing Aid— 
Might Have Been Saved; 





_CATIRO, Tll., Feb. 18.—With three com- 
panies of militia guarding the Court 
House and jail, under supervision of Adjt. 
Gen. Frank S. Dixon, Cairo to-night is 
quiet, and it is believed the mob spirit is 
quelled. There are many scattered groups 
of men about the streets, 
is allowed to congregate, 
Threats were made to-day against 
Sheriff Fred D. Nellis for the killing of 
Alexander Halliday and the wounding of 
four other men by deputies in. beating 
back the mob that attacked the jail last 
night in the attempt to lynch a@ negro 
purse snatcher, but the presence of the 
soldiers prevents any open demonstra- 
tion. 

John Pratt, the negro whom the mob 
intended to lyneh, was sentenced to-day 
to -prison for not more than fourteen 
years. Lincoln Wilson, arrested as a sus- 
pected companion of Pratt in snatching 
women’s pocketbooks, was released: to- 
night. The Grand Jury failed to return 
an indictment against him. 

Pratt’s sentence was imposed ten min- 
utes after he entered court and pleaded 
guilty to the indictment returned yester- 
day. 

A Grand Jury investigation of the at- 
tack on the jail was ordered by Judge 
Butler immediately after disposal of the 
cases against the two negroes, Judge 


were in substance a demand that the riot- 
ers be brought to justice and made to 
stand trial for rioting. 

“This. sort of procedure must be 
stopped,”” he said. ‘‘ There have been five 
murders in Cairo since Nov. 11, when we 
had a previous occurrence of mob vio- 


lence. These murders show that mob law 
is ‘no deterrent to crime, and it is your 
duty to see that mob law ceases to be.’ 
Coroner James McManus. has not or- 
dered an inquest of the killing of Halli- 
day. He said that he intended to go 
slowly in his investigation. 


Governor Supports Sheriff. 


Sheriff Nellis was in touch with Gov. 
Deneen by telephone to-day. He said that 
his course had been commended by the 
Governor. 

The wounded men are Samuel Wessin- 
ger, former policeman, shot in the :head 
and shoulder; John Maloney, brother-in- 
law of Mrs. Rose Maloney, whose purse 
was snatched by Pratt, wound on the 
cheek; Horton Crehan, wounded in the 
ankle, and George B. Walker, the Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent, wounded in 
the leg. 

Mrs. Maldney’s purse was snatched 
Wednesday evening. She drew a revolver 
and fired at the negro, but he escaped 
with her purse. 

In her purse was a silver dollar to 
which a postage stamp had become at- 
tached. Mrs. Maloney told the police of 
this fact, and when Pratt offered such a 
coin in a. store yesterday he was ar- 
rested. Pratt confessed that he had taken 
Mrs. Maloney’s purse. and also that of 
another woman. He said Wilson ‘was his 


-accomplice. 


Sheriff Nellis heard talk of mob law 
yesterday afternoon, and* at 10 P. M. 
he telephoned to Gov. Deneen at Spring- 
field... An order was sent to Catfro for 
Capt. Greaney of the local militia com- 
pany to go to the Sheriff's aid. There 
was delay in -finding Greaney and in 
arousing the militiamen. 

The Sheriff called on Mayor George 
Parsons for aid from the police. The 
Mayor said he would order some of the 
night force to assist Nellis, but none of 
the eisht night policemen appeared at 
the Court House. 

From 11 P. M. until midnight the crowd 
gathered in the saloons. Talk of lynching 
lead to a decision to attack the jail and 
take out the two negro prisoners. The 
building itself was dark and the mob 
could not see the’Sheriff and twelve dep- 
uties standing guard with shotguns at the 
windows of the two offices on either side 
of the main entrance. 


Ordered to Stand Back. 

Aes the crowd rushed taqward the steps, 
SherifZ Nellis called loudly: 

“Stand back or my men will 
you.”’ 

The first four men in the crowd. Nellis 
declares, had handkerchiefs over thetr 
faces. Nellis drew a revolver and fired 
a shot over the heads of the mob, ac- 
cording to witnesses of the affair, al- 
though the Sheriff denies that he did so.

Mayor Gaynor had a talk yesterday 
with Commissioner Thompson of the’ De- 
partment of Water Supply, Gas, and Blec-. 
tricity concerning the typhoid fever: epi- 
demic “on. Washington Heights. 
Mayor spoke of the. necessity of having 
all‘the water maing in that region thor- 
oughly purged and.a bacteriological’ ex- 
amination of their contents made if neces-. 
sary. The Commissioner informed the 
Mayor that these things were boing’ done, 
the matter having been called to his at- 
tention by Register Max 8. Grifenhagen of 
522 West 149th Street, who is acting for 
the residents of. Washington Heights. 
Yesterday he sent to Commissioner 
Thompson and told him that he had dis- 
covered: a .“‘ dead end” water main at 
14ist Street’ and Riverside Drive, which 
residents in the neighborhood believe 
might be responsible .for the epidemic. 
Sediment in the water might collect at 
this blind’ end and be forced ' back and 
forth through the pipes as the pressure 
was raised or lowered, he said. 

The Commissioner sent back word that 
there are many of these. so-called ‘ dead 
ends” in the city, and that the Water 
Department did not feel that.any of them 
were responsible for the typhoid outbreak. 

However, he said that a bacteriological 
éxamination and report of each.of these 
‘dead ends” would be made in‘:a few 
days, and that without question all would 
be flushed, 

Mr. Grifenhagén thén wént to the 
Health Department and had a conference 
with Commissioner Ernst J. Lederle, He 
wes told that the department belfeved the 
trouble was with the milk and was mak- 
ing investigations along that line. The 
Register was not.convinced and.cited the 
case of the son of hic next door neigh- | 
bor. This family always uses con- 


densed milk and yet the boy died a day 
or two ago of typhoid fever. He also told 
of a typhoid fever outbreak at the He- 
brew Orphan Asylum in the same neigh- 
bcrhood some years ago, which was tin- 
ally traced to a dead-end water main.

Powers Complain of Prohibition of 
} Grain Exportations. 


PEKING, Feb. 18.—For the second time 
within a fortnight Russia, Great Britain, 
and Japan to-day made a protest to the 
Foreign Board against China’s prohibition 
of grain exportations from Heilung-chiang 
in the northern part of Kirin Province, 
Manchuria, charging a violation of the 
international conventions,

to another. This policy of the Chinese 
Government was based on the fact that, 
except in rare instances, all the cereal 
products of China were needed for con- 
sumption within the empire, and only in 
cases of crop faflures in certain sections 
were wheat, rice, and other grains per- 
mitted to be shipped out of the provinces 
where they were grown.

This concession on 
the part of the Peking Government took 
the form of a customs order, and it is 
understood here that China did not obli- 
gate herself to continue the concession 
beyond the time when the Government 
should decide that the interests of its 
people necessitated its cancellation.

If the whole truth about legis- 
lative corruption during the last decade 
were to come out during this investige- 
tion the danger of engaging in it would 
become so very evident that it would 
bo abandoned altogether. The public 
interest demands that it should be 
abandoned, and on that ground we feel 
like urging the gentlemen of the Legis- 
lature who have knowledge of past. or 
present corruption to make a clean 
breast of it. The consequences would 
be temporarily unpleasant, dreadfully 
unpleasant, but the result would be in 
the highest degres beneficial. 








UNSEALED DIVORCE PAPERS. 

As a protection to. society, a bill 
framed on the principle of that ‘ntro- 
duced by Assemblyman ToomBs on 
Thursday, providing that papers and 
records of testimony fn actions for di- 
vorce shall be filed unsealed and shall 
be at all times open to public inspec- 
}tion, should be mede law. 

The sealing of papers in divorce pro- 
ceedings in this State means that guilty 
persons are permitted to mingle in soct- 
ety without warning of their character, 
or that they have transgressed the law. 
The excuse has always been, when 
some Judge has decided to make secret 
a proceeding for divorce granted by 
him—a decision made usuajly in behalf 
of wealthy litigants—that by this 
means innocent persons were shielded 


disgraceful facts was withheld. But it 
is a principle of jurisprudence that the 
innocent friends and relatives of the 
guilty may not be shielded when that 
would conflict with the due protection 
from: transgressors which the law as- 
sures to society. It is inevitable that 
the innocent should suffer. There’ is 
not a person “ serving time ” in a pub- 
lic jail or prison whose record is not 
public, and whose family does not suf- 
fer by its publicity. Their suffering 
adds to the deterrent value of the pen- 
alty. 

Marriage is a public matter; divorce, 
for identical reasons, is a public mat- 
ter. Self-respecting readers of news- 
papers exercise an undoubted influence 
upon the character of the news they 
print, influence enough to restrain the 
publication of unnecessary and degrad- 
ing testimony. Clean newspapers are 
always at theitr command. But the 
public has no means of defense against 
a legally shielded culprit.

GOOD AND BAD TRUSTS. 
_When the American Telegraph and 
Telephone Company acquired its con- 
trolling interest in the Western Union 
Telegraph Company its President was 
summoned to testify as to whether or 
not the combination was in restraint 
of trade under the anti-trust law. The 
Department of Justice cast its paralyz- 
ing glance .over the consolidation, and 
the Senate Committee discussed wheth- 
er or not jurisdiction of the heinous 
bargain should not be given to the Pub- 
lic Service Commission. We should 
suppose that the questions of these 
alert guardians of the public interest 
would be satisfactorily answered by the 
announcement of additions made yes- 
terday to the cheap transmission of in- 
telligence. Telegrams will be accepted 
for night transmission giving the priv- 
{lege of five times the number of words 
now sent, and without increase of cost. 
A telegram across the continent could 
be answered during business hours of 
the next day, or on the next night on 
conditions of*the cheapness of the orig= 
inal message. 

Hven this is far from exhausting’ the 
advantages of the new combination. 
Telegrams will be collected and deliv- 
ered by telephone. The economy of 
messenger service is the attraction to 
the company. ‘The attraction to the 
company’s customers will be manifold. 
The service will be quicker, and will 
be available at hours when telegraph 
offices are ordinarily closed. There 
will be no necessity to go to the tele- 
graph office at all, not even to pay 
bills, for collections will be made on the 
present bills of the telephone company. 
This is co-operation, and it appears 
more advantageous than competition. 
It needs no argument that users of 
these facilities will be benefited in 
It may 
increase the profits of the combined un- 
dertakings either by the economies of 
the new arrangements or by the growth 
of. business which is the usual result 
of new facilities. Wither way the com-. 
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Yate, rather than a larger volume of 
business at,a rate lower indeed, but sut- 
ficient to increase profits, They are 
not angels, nor are others fools because 
‘they rugh in where the cable companies 
fear to trade.

Assemblyman MacGrecor’s measure 
is already sanctioned by the habit and 
‘custom of nearly every housewife and 
householder ‘in this community and in 
the State. The law it would repeal is 
a dead letter. 

THE COST OF ARMED PEACE. 
“Armead--Peace” is the phrase of 

Senator Tawney of Minnesota. Ddduct- 
ing from the accounts of the Nation 
the receipts and expenses of the Post 
Office Department, which are always 
treated as a balanced account, he esti- 
mates that the anziual cost of our mill- 
tary and naval establishment, with the 
appropriation for militia services, 
amounts .to 4l)per cent. of the revenues. 
Adding to this the $160,000,000 ex- 
pended annually for pensions, and the 
cost of soldiers’ homes, the care of 
military cemeteries, &c., amounting to 
_31 per cent. of the revenues, he figures 
the annual cost of prospective wars-and 
past wars at 72 per cent. of the Na- 
tion’s income. 

We need not necessarily adopt Sena- 
tor Tawwnery’s plan of dropping the 
appropriation for the Postal Service 
from the total amount of appropria- 
tions this fiscal year—$1,044,401,857.12 
—to indicate that. an expenditure of 
more than $400,000,000 annually to 
pay the expenses of past wars and 
to prepare for coming wars is a huge 
expenditure for a nation at peace with 
the world, whose inhabitants are em- 
ployed generally in commerce and agri- 
culture. Senator Tawwnryr, however, 
argues according to precedent. The ex- 
penses of the Post Office Department 
are reckoned apart from the other dis- 
bursements of the Government. 

We need both the army and the navy, 
and no unwise economy in their sup- 
port would be sanctioned by public 
opinion. Economy, wise ar unwise, .is 
not to be detected in the present ex- 
penditures. Estimating the cost of the 
Government, apart from thes 
Post Office, at about $698,000,000, it 
will be seen that our war charges 
reach perilously near two-thirds of the 
whole amdunt. If the $160,000,000 ex- 
pended for pensions could be reduced 
to a reasonable sum these war charges 
would be greatly lessened. But this 
seems impossible. Much of the valu- 
able time of Congress is devoted to the 
consideration of new pensions. Lists 
of these fill nearly ten pages of fine 
print in The Congressiondl Record of 
Jan. 9, and twelve in The Record of 
Feb. 12. The Senate has lately been 
removing the disabilities of certain en- 
listed men dishonorably dismissed from 
service, so they may receive pensions. 
One MILLER, a deserter, has explained, 
after forty-five years, that, although 
he was absent from duty, he dia not 
know he was deserting, and he was 
restored to the list. The pension lists 
include a prodigious number of widows 
who do not bear the names of the 
soldiers on whose account they rae- 
ceived a monthly payment from «he 
United States Treasury. 

That fllustrious Indiana statesman, 
JoHN A. M. Aparr, follower of HoLMAN 
as a ‘“‘ watchdog of the Treasury,” who 
is saddened by the cost of the White 
House conservatory, is a firm believer 








in pensions, mdre pensions and larger 
pensions. He favors the abolition of 
the seventeen pensien agencies and the 
concentration of the pension business 
at Washington, not to save money to 
the Government, but to get more money 
for pensions. If he can have his way

Deep down 
in our hearts, however, we all know that 
the statement is true, at least in a way, 
just as we know that there is justification 
for the loathing which normal!, that is, bad, 
bcys feel for the associate—he cannot be 
called the companion—who is pointed out 
to them as a model of the proprieties and 
praised as.‘‘the boy who never gave his 
mother a moment's anxiety.”’ F 

And yet we also knew that badness is 
no more admirable in boys than in men, 
and that it ig not admirable in either. 
The ccnflict between the two forms of 
knowledge arises in this case as in s0 
many other from thé use of one word in 
two widely different senses. Soctety, like 
furniture, ts constructed with little re- 
gard to the existence of anybody except 
adults. The result is that most of the 
boys called bad are neither mean nor 
vicious, as they would have to be really 
to deserve the epithet, but are merely im- 
mature humans for the display and exer- 
cise of whose natural impulses ahd ac- 
tivities inadequate provision or none at 
all has been made. Hence is it that many

convenience, annoy, or tfrritate his elders, 
and to conceal their own laches from 
themselves and others they call him 
“bad,” while the spiritless, anaemic, or 
cowardly boy, who keeps out of danger, 
makes no noise, never fights in defense 
of his own rights of those of anybody 
else, wastes in keeping his hands clean 
time that could be employed much more 
profitably to both his mind and his body 
in getting them dirty, and otherwise con-

Move On! most people have for 
living in any place where they have long 
lived, and in the obverse.of that prefer- 
ence, which is the reluctance to move 
away from such places, even to places 
that to 4isinterested judgment seem 
pleasanter. We all feel that people who 
lack this ‘preference and this reluctance 
have something the matter with them— 
are not quite normal and orthodox and 
ought not to be as successful in life as 
the rest of us. 

But instinct is a blind thing, and, while 
it most always is beneficial as a rule, else 
{it would not permit the survival of those 
whom it governs, it often finds -tself 
in hopeless conflict. with unfamiliar cir- 
eumstances, and then it always makes 
a lot of trouble. An Dateitns in point is 
the effort which certain old residents on 
Murray Hill are making to stay the ad- 
vance of “ business,’’ which is as sure as 
sunrise to sweep them all away within 
the\next few years. They don’t pant to 
go, and with a confidence pathetically 
futile they call upon the courts to respect 
and to enforce respect for certain ancient 
restrictions that appear in due legal form 
in the deeds to their property. The courts 
look at’ the restrictions, solemnly admit 
their validity, and—begin to hunt around 
for colorable excuses for getting around 
or abrogating them. 

As a matter of fact, the river of time 
has worn the restrictions so thin that 
they will no longer hold. Businéss must 
have Murray Hill, and that settles it— 
the homes must go. The occupants of 
them will suffer no real hardship from 
the change of conditions that excites them, 
for business will pay big prices for the 
old houses it is determined to tear down, 
and with the money other homes can be 
pullt, finer, more convgnient, and in every 
way better, except that for a good while 
they won't be regl homes. That's what 
makes the resistance pathetic, but it 
doesn’t make it any the less futile. 
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What can be done bya

Thursday night, when a 
mob attempted to lynch @&@ = negro. 
It is not long ago that another 
lynching party in Cairo encountered only 
a pretense of resistancé when it attacked 
this same jail, took from it two prison- 
ers and murdered them. Sheriff NELLIS 
djd not pretend to resist, nor did he de- 
cide that resistance was useless. Instead, 
he resisted, 

After warning the mob that his deputies 
would fire on them if they attempted to 
invade the jail, he carried out his an- 
nounced purpose as soon as the attempt 
was made. As a result one rioter was 
killel and four were. wounded by the 
single volley which, after one had been 
fired into the air, proved enough to cool 
the zeal of the attacking party. 

It is an unfortunate circumstance that 
eight of the twelve deputies who won this 
little battle are negroes. That fact will 
add bitterness to the episode and distract 
attention ffom its one important feature, 
which is -the evidence it gives that any 
Sheriff who really tries to defend his 
prisoners can do so. The usual course, 
unfortunately, is for the Sheriff to yield 
to a force which he calls overwhelming, 
to let the mob work its will, and then to 
bring a few militiamen on the scene for 
no other reason, apparently, than to see 
to it that the selected victim !s not killed 
again. 

Cairo, thanks to Sheriff NBLLIs, can now 
consider itself freed from its deep dis- 
grace. and entitled to number itself 
again among civilized cities. It owes lit- 
tle gratitude, seemingly, to its Mayor, 
and none to its police, for neither found 
it convenient to render the timely aid to 
the Sheriff that would have mace ft on»

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| MATRIMONIAL DOMICILE. 
Divorce Decision. in Haddock Case 


Hinged on a Narrower Question. 


‘T° the Edttor of Tho New York Times: 

In the editorial in your issue of Wednesday 
commenting upon. a British de®ision on the 
validity of ah Amierican divorce, you state, 
in reference to the question of residence ac- 
quired solely for the purpose of suit: 

“The effect of the new British deoision 
should be salutary. The rule according to 
which it was affirmed is the identical rule 
laid down by the United States Supreme Court 
in the case of Haddock v. Haddock, where- 
,oy one State refused to recognize a divorce 
obtained in another State, because dissatis- 
fied with the genuineness of the domicile 
claimed by plaintiff.’’ 

Considerable misapprehension exists as to 
precisely what the Haddock case decides. 

The facts were that the Kusband, having 
left his wife, took up his domicile in Con- 
necticut, and some years thereafter began 
proceedings in. which the wife was neither 
personally served nor interposed an appearance, 
but was served by publication. Having paid 
no attention to the papers so served upon 
her, the action went to decree in favor of the 
husband, who, relying upon the judgment, 
subsequently remarried. Twenty-six years 
after this divorce the first wife instituted a 
suit in New York for separation and support, 
and in that action she finally prevailed in 
the United States Supreme Court, ' 

The whole question, therefore, was e@ techni- 
cal, though jurisdictional, one, whether under 
the full faith and credit provision of the 
Federal Constitution, the courts of New York 
were bound by the decree obtained in the 
circumstances referred to, and the gist * of 
the ultimate decision was that the Cornecti- 
cut court had not, in the absence of matri- 
monial domicile, jurisdiction to decide a mat- 
rimonial action in whjeh the defendant had 
neither appeared nor been served within that 
State. In fact, the decision rests upon a 
narrower ground, viz., not whether the decree 
in question was invalid within the State of 
Connecticut as having been rendered without 
having jurisdiction of the parties and sub- 
ject matter, but whether outside of that State 
it was ‘entitled to obligatory enforcement 
by virtue of the full faith ahd credit clause 
of the United States Constitution.” 

Whether, in similar circumstances, a court 
is powerless to render judgment where there 
is no longer a matrimonial domicile, or where 
that domicile has been broken up by the 
party proceeded against, Is one of the questions 
that the United States Supreme Court has 
Pnot decided. In this State, however, a year 
prior to the Haddock decision, that propo- 
sition came up for consideration collaterally 
in the case of North v. North, 47 Misc. 180, 
where Mr. Justice Gaynor, writing in sup- 
port of the foreign decree, said: 


The rule established by the decisions in 
this State fs that if one espouse abandons 
the matrimonial domicile in this State, and 
goes into another State, and becomes domi- 
ciled there, and obtains a judgment of 
divorce there in an action in which the 
defendant was*not served with process in 
that State, or in which he er she did not 
a&ppear, such judgment has no extra-terri- 
torial effect, and is therefore a nullity in 
this State. It would serve no purpose to 
cite a lot of familiar decisions. 

But the case at bar is different. The de 
fendant did not abandon the matrimonial 
domicile in this State. On the contrary, 
the plaintiff severed and términated the 
matrimonial domicile here by abandoning 
the defendant, and when the defendant left 
the State they had no matrimonial domi- 
cile here. The unity of domicile had been 
severed and ended by the plaintiff. 

The case is therefore not within the sald 
rule of our decisions; which should not be 

. extended, according to the great preponder- 
ance of judicial opinion; and I see no rea- 
eon to hold that this husband could not sue 
in his new domicile for a divorce, and 
why the court there did not acquiré such 
jurisdiction as entitles its judgment to 
full extra-territorial effect under the full 
faith and credit clause of the Federal Con- 
stitution. To hold otherwise would be to 
hold that an abandoned spouse can never 
get release except by suing In the State in 
which he or she was abandoned and the 
matrimonial domicile severed and termi- 
nated by the errant spouse, (Atherton v. 
Atherton, 181 U. 8S. 155,) or else the State 
in which the errant spouse may be found; 
unless personal service on the defendant be 
obtained in the State tn which the action 
is brought, or the defendant submit to the 

, court's jurisdiction by appearance in the 
action.

The London County Council 
Shows Value of Service. 


T'o the Editor of The New York Timee: 

Miss Gardiner offers no proof in support of 
Mrs. Barclay Harard’s claim that women are 
less fit to hold elective than appointive offices. 
Indeed, so far @s school offices are concerned, 
She seems to concede that this {s not so, But 
she tries to show that the English Anti-Suf- 
frage League is not Inconsistent In urging the 
election of women as Mayors, Aldermen, and 
county and town Councillors, because there ts 
so great a difference in conditions hére and in 
England, 

She says that In England women outnumber 
men. But so they do in New York. She intt- 
mates that in England there are not enough 
suitable men for these positions, But that 
could be true, If at all, oniy tin some very 
small country places. The reason women are 
wanted for some of these offices is because 
part of the work of a city Government is work 
to which women are by nature better adapted 
than men. 
case of the London County Coundil. 

When the County Counctl 
ized, more than twenty years ago, it was sup- 
posed that women were eligible to serve on 
it. In London two women were immedlate- 
ly elected—Miss Jane Cobden, who has since 
married T. Fisher Unwin, and Lady Margaret 
Sandhurst, who maintained a hospital for crip- 
pled children at her own cost, and was much 
beloved for her good work among the poor. 
Mr. Beresford Hope, who had been defeated 
by Lady Sandhurst, contested her election on 
the ground that women were not eligible. The 
litigation was long drawn out, and until it was 
settled the two women continued to serve on 
the Council, Part,of the, work allotted to Lady 
Sandhurst was the supervision of twenty- 
three infant asylums. After Mr, Beresford 
Hope had succeaded in ousting her one of the 
London papers said sarcastically that, since 
he held that there was no proper work or place 
for a woman on the County Council, “it was 
to be hoped that the gentleman would find 
himself equal to’ the mothering of all those 
babies.’ For twenty years the London County 
Council has been petitioning Parliament that 
women should be allowed to serve on it, and at 
last they have been made eligible, 

The whole woman suffrage movement 
much further advanced {in Eingland than In the 
United States that even the Antli-Suffrage As- 
sociation there {is ahead of, our anti-suffragtists, 
For years women in England have been voting 
for all officers except members of Parliament, 
and even the most ultra anti-suffragists think 


this is all right. Women. have lately been 
made eligible as Aldermien, County Counclllors, 
&e., and, as usual, as soon as the suffragists 
succeed in opening new positions: to women the 
anti-suffragists accept the ‘advance step, but 
continue to insist that one step further in the 
same direction would plunge sociéty over a 
precipice.

Court Won't Take Away Those of 
Eltghth,,»Ninth, and Madison Avenues. 


Judge Lacombe in the United States Cir- 
cult Court yesterday handed down a decl- 
sion which will have the effect of keep- 
ing the Highth, Ninth, and Madison Ave- 
nue lines in the MetropoHtan Street Rall- 
way system, at least until the properties 
of the Metropolitan proper may be sold 
under foreclosure. 

The’ decision. was rendered on the ap- 


Railroad, owner of the Madison Avenue 


surface line, and of the Highth and Ninth 
Avenue Railroad Companies, for an order 
of the court directing Receivers Joline 
and Robinson of the Metropolitan either 
to pay the back franchise taxes on their 
lines or else turn them over to the les- 
sor companies. 

Judge Lacombe considered with this ap- 
lication one from the receivers seeking 
nstructions as to the issuance of re- 


chise taxes, and as to their course with 
respect to the Federal corporation tax. 
In determining the matter the Judge di- 
rects the receivers to spend about $313,900 
on the Madison Avenue line for repairs 
and $505,850 on-.the Bighth and Ninth 
Avenue lines for like purposes. He notes 
that the State franchise tax in arrears is 
estimated at about $3,009, on all the 
lines now operated by the Metropolitan 
receivers, after making allowance for 
equalization .according to the recent de- 
© State courts. 

The court authorizes the receivers to 
take up negotiations with the proper au- 
thorities for the payment of all these 
taxes, including the $400,000 which the 
New York & Harlem road has already 
advanced on account of the taxes on the 
Madison Avenue line to prevent a sale, 
and states that when a decision has been 
reached as to the exact amount they may 
come to him with an application for re- 
ceivers’ certificates to discharge this in- 
debtedness. If, Judge Lacombe remarks, 
foreclosure and sale intervene before 
these negotitions are over, then the re- 
ceiverse have at least kept off the dis- 
integration of the property. tm 

As to the Federa corporation tax 
Judge Lacombe says that inasmuch as 
it is based on net earnings and the Met- 
ropolitan system has no net earnings, the 
question as to its payment does not arise 
on that road. In regard to the various 
lessor roads in the Metropolitan system 
which still enjoy net earnings, the Judge 
declares that the question is one that 
must be taken up by each road with its 
counsel, 


NEEDLESS RAILWAYS AN EVIL. 


Says Mellen In Denying That His Line 
Is Behind Proposed New Road. 


“ Special to The New York Times. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 18.—Presi- 
dent Mellen of the New Haven Rallroad 
to-night gave a flat denial when he was 
asked if the New*Haven Road had any 
interest in a proposed new line through 
New York State. 

Commenting upon the project and its 
development as a probable Boston-Buf- 
falo line he said: ‘‘A through, Boston- 


Buffalo line is, in my judgment, feasible, 
but a better one may be had through the 
use of existing lines than through the 
construction of an additional one. The 
men and the capital behjnd the existing 
lines in New York State are better calcu- 
lated to furnish the necessary facilities 
and co-operate in establishing a’ suc- 
cessful Boston-Buffalo line than would 
result from the construction of a weak 
and inefficfent new road, which would 
merely have the effect of weakening those 
existing and only secure a business in- 
sufficient to support it. 

‘‘From my experience with the roads In 
New York State I am convinced that ®o 
obstacle will be imposed by the other 
roads to the establishment of a success- 
ful Boston-Buffalo line as practically one 
road, so far as the public is concerned. 
The money necessary for making existing 
roads reach the most efficient standard 
will be less than that which would be 
wasted upon the construction of an un- 
necessary one. The construction of un- 
necessary railroads is an unmitigated evil. 
Once constructed they cannot be aban- 
doned, and the public must in some form 
indefinitely contribute to their support. 
Railroading is a natural monopoly, and 
should be protected by the State as such. 
In return f6? that protection it should 
submit to reasonable regulation.”

For the third time the New York Anttl- 
Vivisection Soclety presents before the 
Legislature of this State its annual bill 
for the serious restriction of animal “@x- 
Each year this society 
makes greater and greater efforts to align 
the people on its side. Claiming to follow 
a highly moral aim, its words may sound 
plausible to the ears of certain humane 
persons who have good intentions, but 
who possess but little knowledge of the 
facts In the case. Such persons are un- 
aware or they forget, in the first place, 
that abuses have never been proved to 
exist in our laboratories, and, secondly, 
that no measure has yet been drawn, 
which, if enacted into law, would not 
prove a serious hindrance to medical req 
search and teaching. Without presenting 
here many of the valid objections to the 
bill now before the Legislature, I would 
like to point out one, which has an im- 
portant bearing on medical teaching, and 
which as yet, I beNeve, has not been 
clearly understood by the public, 

.In 1876 Mr. Huxley, himself a member 
of the Royal Commission appointed to 
investigate the practice of animal experi- 
mentation, ‘said to the commission: | 
“There is no teaching of physical science 
worth anything as thorough teaching un- 
less it is accompanied by practical in- 
struction.’’ Following this accepted meth- 
od of thorough scientific teaching, med- 
ical science is now taught largely by prao 
tical exercises. [n addition to lectures 
and recitations the student spends much 
time during his first two years in the 
laboratory, and during his last two years 
in the clinic and the hospital. In, the 
clinic and the hospital he deals with men, 
women, and children, under competent 
supervision. But in the nature of things 
he must at some period of his career be 
a beginner and a learner of fundamentals, | 
and experience has shown overwhelming-~ . 
ly that he is much more competent to 
deal with men, women, and children if 
he has previously learned the bases of 
his science and art in the laboratory, part- 
ly through experiments upon animals un- 
der. the immediate guidance of his in- 
structors. It has thus become necessary 
to teach much of the normal and the 
abnormal functions of the body and the 
actions of drugs, and something of the 
beginnings of surgery Dy means of animal 
experimentation. under competent super- 
vision. This means a demonstration of 
‘facts heretofore established and proved.” 
With the present wide range of scientific 
knowledge it is the only adequate and, in 
many subjects, it is the only possibile 
method of instruction. In this procedure 
anaesthetics are fully used, pain is avoid- 
ed, and systematic, serious, and purpose- 
ful exercises are performed. Its alleged 
demoralizing effect on students is a filo- 
tion of the anti-vivisectionist imagination. 
If animal experimentation were prohib- 


‘ited, a fatal blow would be struck at the 


teaching of medicine. The same end 
would be reached if the bill that has been 
presented by- the New York Anti-Viviseo- 
tion Society should become a law, for it

Only the pleading of President Renshaw 
of the, Columbia University Rowing Club 
and that of the manager, R. V. Mahon, 
and the Assistant Manager, Warner Kin- 
ney, kept the directors of rowing at the 
Morningside institution from abolishing 
the sport at a meeting at the Columbia 
University Club last night. It had been 
threatened to place the ban on the sport, 
and the three men appeared before the 
directors, stating that they believed they 
would. be able to bring out a creditable 
number of men for crew work if more 
time was granted. After a conference 
the directors announced that the aquatic 
sport would have two more weeks’ pro- 
bation, and then if the interest displayed 
by the. students was not sufficient Co- 
lumbia would,withdraw from the intercol- 
legiate regatta. 

Few. people have realized that the row- 
ing affairs at Columbia were in such 
a condition. The. freshman crew not 
long ago was abolished. because of lack 
of candidates, and later on was restored, 
but there was almost no knowledge among 
the alumni .of the university that- the 
"Varsity was in as bad’ a condition as 
the freshman crew. It now. becomes 
known that Coach Rice has complained 


that with the insufficient material on 
hand there is no chance of turning out 
a crew worthy of the college. The dearth 
of material is probably greater than 
Columbia was ever called .upon to face 
before. Even when the crew was stead- 
ily losing races and by a big margin 
the students displayed more interest in 
the sport.

Clerks and Stenographers Discharged.

Mayor Gaynor continued his crusade 
for economy ‘in land condemnation cases 
yesterday. In another letter to the Cor- 
poration Counsel he recommended that all 
the clerks of Condemnation Commission- 
ers be dismissed, and-that the costly sy¥s- 
tem of making stenographic copies of the 
minutes of the Commissioners’ sittings b 
done away with.

CITY OF NEW YORK. 
OFFICE OF THE, MAYOR. 
Feb. 18, 1910. 

Sir: After careful consideration of the 
data submitted to me by: you heretofore in 
respect of the Catskill land condemnation 
proceedings, I recommend to you, subject 
to your advice and further consideration, 
so that injustice be done to no one, that 
‘all clerks to the Condemnation Commis- 
sioners and all appraisers of-land values, 
save two for each Condemnation Commis- 
sion be discharged.. Each commission has 
‘a stenographer, whois actually its’ clerk. 
If any more clerking be ‘necessary: let:,one 
of the Commissioners.do it. There is no. 
need for these clerks, nor Yor .more :than 
one or two appraisers for eachkcommission. 

It is regrettable. to sis to. dischargé. so ~ 
many people, but, on the other hand, .it is 
a criminal offense to pad city pay rolls 
or employ unnecessary persons. A large 
number of those to be discharged, if not 
all of them, were not employed for the. good 
of the city, but apparently for reasons of 
State politics. They include men from all 
over the State. Men: from a remote part. 
of the State appraising land in the Catskills 
has long enough been the subiect of ‘ridl- 
cule, : 

It is too bad to have to deal -with things 
like this. Of cdéurse,. you: understand that 

am in no way reflecting on: your ‘prede- 
cessor. It was not he who did it. Also let 
the advertisements hereafter be cut down 
to the fewest mumber of newspapers per- 
missible under the statute. The waste of 
money in such advertising has been great. 
In fact, all of the. advertising of the be- 
ginning of condenination proceedings is 
‘useless, even ridiculous. Notices of the be- 
ginning of condemnation proceedings are 
served on resident land owners by being 
advertised in newspapers, when they could 
be simply handed to such owners, except 
for this foolish special statute. 

Also stop. the printing of the stenogra- 
phers’ minutes of testimony, No reason exists 
for this, except the wasteful expenditure 
of the city’s money. Also dispense with the 
services of special counsel, except where. ab- 
solutely necessary. .The amounts paid in 
that way seem to exceed all reasonable 
bounds. Let a staff with an alert head be 
organized to do the work, and let all the 
commissions be made to sit full days. If 
they refuse please move the court to super- 
sede them.

_NOTES OF THE TURF. 


Thomas F. Ryan has applied for and re- 
ceived recognition for the Oakridge Hounds, 
and it is probable that there will be much 
amateur sport on his estates in Virginia. Mr. 
Ryan hag been breeding half-breed hunters at 
Oakridge for some time, and his establishment 
has ‘become famous for hunters. One of his 
first orders when he went over his big estate 
was to have miles of wire fence pulled down 
and in its place post and rail fences built, 
He purchased the thoroughbred stallions Mon- 
signeur de l’Orme and Dolce far Niente annd 
they head his breeding establishment. 


By securing recognition from the Hunts 
Committee and the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association Mr. Ryan has placed Oak- 
ridge on the list. of recognized hunts, and it is 
a notable addition to the already long list. No 
announcement was made of any intention to 
conduct amateur racing, but few places in 
Virginia or anywhere else are better adapted 
for cross-country sport. 


Secretary Bryan announced yesterday that 
the Hunts Committee had prepared a rule to 
govern amateur riders that would be submitted 
to the various racing assocfations during the 
coming season. It is a rule framed to equalize 
the riders. Horses may be brought together by 
the seale of. weights, but never before has 
there been any attempt to handicap the riders. 
The suggestion is made that in races where 
the rule is applied an allowance of three 
pounds shall be made for riders that have not 
won five races in 1909 or 1910; for those that 
have not ridden three winners, five pounds; one 
winner, eight pounds, and jockeys that have 
never ridden a winner shoudl be allowed ten 
pounds. Under the existing rules races for 
amateur riders place all the non-professionalis 
on a level, and there are several who have 
been in the saddle for seasons, and by their 
skill and experience are well fitted to ride 
against the professionals. 


H. J. Morris and Harry S. Page, represent- 
ing the National Steeplechase and Hunt Associ- 
ation, are engaged in an effort to induce vari- 
ous racing associations to improve their cross- 
country offerings for the coming season. Last 
year steeplechasing was far from what it 
should have been over the tracks of The Jockey 
Club, and it is the intention to bring about 
changes this year that will build un that 
branch of the sport. The renewed interest 
shown by the amateurs has attracted attention 
to steeplechasing, and it is already assured 
that in 1910 there will be many more steeple- 
chasers than there were last year. In this 
connection it has been suggested that such 
owners as August Belmont, James R. Keene, 
H. P. Whitney, R. T. Wilson, Jr., John San- 
ford, and others would greatly encourage the 
spectacular end of racing if they maintained 
a few good jumpers and showed their colors 
through the field.

SUMMIT, N. J., Feb. 18.—The question 
of education is a burning one here just 
now, and in the last few days a crisis has 
arisen in the administration of the public 
schools of Summit, which has caused 
much bitterness between the iocal Board 
of. Education and friends of Miss Louise 
Connolly, Superintendent of Schools. The 
beard has decreed that Miss Connolly 
will have to relinquish her place at the 
close of the present school year. The ma- 
jority of the board says that the job of 
Superintendent of Schools is not one which 
@-woman can best fill. They say a man 
is needed badly, and they intend to ap- 
point a man. 

Friends and sympathizers of Miss Con- 
nelly have quite different views, and they 
have started a campaign which they hope 
will change the attitude of the board be- 
fore next Monday night, when final action 
on the matter will be taken. The Mayor 
of Summit and members of the Council 


have been appealed to and circulars sere- 
Noll ing against the ousting of Miss 
noliy have been sent to women’s clubs 
throughout the State, asking that they 
send letters of protest ‘to Summit’s Mayor. 
Among those who are taking a prominent 
part in the fight to retain Miss Connolly 
are Hanulton W. Mabie, editor of the 
Outlook; Rollo Ogden, editor of The New 
Yerk Evening Post; Russell Hinman of 
the American Book ‘Company, and many 
other men who are more or less prominent 
in business or in the legal profession in 
veGie en and who live_in Summit.

William James Sidis, Harvard’s eleven- 
year-old mathematical prodigy, attended

He calculated 
the compound on one cent at 6 per 
cent. from the birth of Christ until the 
present day, and also told his questioners 
how high a monument this sum would 
make if turned into silver dollars and 
one on the other. He said that a 
man starting from the top of this tower 
toward the earth, and traveling 600 miles 
@ second, would be 20,000,000,000,000 years 
before striking the base. The professors 
laughingly agreed, or rather hoped, he 
was right. 

Othep’problems of a similar nature were 
demonstrated by him. Prof. Julian C. 
Coolidge said of Griffth that his feats 
were marvelous, but that his system de- 
pended too much on his own inherent 
genius for mathematics to be of any 
general service ir their instruction sys- 
tem.

She has organized a reading mission, and 
Gay by day she and her aids go into the tailors’ 
shops to read to the workers; she has founded a 
Tallors’ Mission and a Tallors’ Magazine; and to 
Londoners who ply the needle her name is as the 
name of Florence Nightingale to the soldier. She is 
only three years Miss Nightingale’s junior, and when 
she celebrated her eighty-seventh birthday a few 
weeks ago King Edward sent her a diamond “ brooch 
as &@ small token of his appreciation of her valuable 
services to a deserving class of His Majesty’s sub- 
jects.” Kingsley’s prescription for the London tallor 
was emigration; Miss Fraser has done what she could 
to make London tolerable for him, and her half cent- 
ury of charitable deeds inspired by a book makes & 
pleasant contrast to the wails of those who, from 
Francesca down to the thievish street boy arrested 
with a story of crime in his pocket, ascribe their sins 
to the influence of literature. 





Politics, apparently, exerts an ab- 
sorbing fascination on the writer of 
fiction in England, while in this 
country the average novelist views it 
with indifference. Winston Church- 
ill, of coursa, is an American who forms a prominent 
exception to the rule, and Jack London’s preaching of 
Socialism might also be advanced as an active predi- 
lection for the management of public affairs. But in 
England one finds Sir Gilbert Parker quite as active 
in his réle of Tory leader as in the writing of popular 
novels, while of his brothers cf the pen arrayed 
against him on the Liberal side one finds Quiller- 
Couch and Maurice Hewlett. Jerome K. Jerome has 
been busy preaching free trade, Marie Corelli Has 
been campaigning against Socialism, Anthony Hope 
has been aiding the Radicals, while Kipling and 
Conan Doyle have been working for the Unionists. 
All of these men are actively engaged in politics—a 
fact that would certainly be hard to parallel] in this 
country with a list of equally prominent literary 
names.

At last somebody has taken com- 
GREAT passion on the Congressional Rec- 
NATIONAL ord and brought it forth into the 
DRAMA, light of day as Iiterature—and dra- 
matic literature at that. The person 
who has done this—one hardly knows whether or not 
to characterize it as a service—is Mrs. Emily M. 
Bishop. This lady has conceived the Idea that the 
Congressional Record is really the Great Amer- 
ican Daily, and with this in mind she has gone 
through its pages and culled therefrom what she 
calls “Our Great National Drama: Who's Who in 
the Senate.” The result she has given as a dramatic 
reading, divided into seven scenes, as follows: How 
Things Come to Pass in the Senate, Tariff and the 
Cost of Living, Insurgents and Insurgency, Little 
Pleasantries in the Senate, Those Rubber Boots— 
Tariff Incidents, Naval and Post Office Affairs, and 
-Our Resources—Natural and Human. It scarcely 
sounds like the old-time Congressional Record, but 
it is, every word of it. And the fact that this for- 
bidding periodical has been made to furnish forth a 
successful ‘“‘ Book of the Play” for a dramatic reader 
is an eloquent tribute to the notion that good litera- 
ture can be found pretty much anywhere if one has 
the patience to look for it.

According to “ Claudius Clear,” 
in a current number of. The Brit; 
ish Weekly, there are seven ways 
of reviewing a book, described as 
“ the ostentatious essay,” in which 
the book under consideration is scarcely mentioned; 
“the hypercritical review,” in which the reviewer 
airs his learning and love of accuracy by pointing out 
minute and unimportant errors In detail; “the man- 
of-all-work’s review,” In which the writer is careful 
not to indulge in any expression of opinion and fills 
out his article mainly with extracts; “the puff,” a 
gushing testimonial in which the author df some 
moderately good book is hailed with indiscriminate 
praise and compared favorably with the giants of 
literature; “‘the malignant review,” in which per- 
sonal rancor or enmity to the author and his views 
are allowed expression; “the honestly énthusiastic 
review,” in which some new author is awarded a 
kind of praise that will stimulate him to renewed 
effort, and “ the right kind of review.” The latter is 
deseribed as the honest and careful criticism of a re- 
viewer who knows quite as much if not more than 
the author of the subject treated in the book that lies 
before him. One recalls many examples of each of 
these modes of reviewing; but it is safe to say that, 
unless men could be encyclopedias, there are not 
many possibilities for what is defined as tha right 
kind of review.

H century than the results which have followed 
the delving into records wherein lay bursed 


the true character of Washington. For the collectors 
and investigators who have been engaged in the 
work have succeeded in uncovering the real flesh 
and blood man who has been concealed behind the 
wooden image of frosty perfection that has been 
heretofore the well-nigh universal conception of the 
Father of Our Country. Not much of the results of 
their work, it is true, has yet filtered out into gen- 
eral reading. But Washington’s birthday month 
brings two books,* both of which endeavor to make 
plain this hitherto dimly glimpsed personality of the 
real man. 

Robert Haven Schauffler’s ‘‘ Washington's Birth- 
day ” is the latest issue in the “ American Holidays” 
series of the publishing house. It is similar in mat- 
ter and style to Mr. Schauffler’s ‘‘ Lincoln’s Birth- 
day,” which appeared last year. The volume is made 
up of extracts, long and short, mostly in prose, but a 
few in verse, from the works of a great number of 
men and women who have written or spoken in 
Washington’s praise— Webster, Depew, Whipple, 
Gladstone, Fox, Lodge, Higginson, Mrs. Sangster, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, and many others. One sec- 
tion is devoted to authentic anecdotes and stories 
about Washington, and another to extracts from his 
speeches and writings, while the final section gives 
directions and suggestions for the holding by schools 
of Washington’s Birthday celebrations. 

Among thése estimates of Washington made by 
men of such varied character and endowment there 
is none more interesting than a brief extract from a 
letter written by Abbé Robin, a Chaplain in the 
French Army in America in 1781. The spirit of com- 
bined curiosity and veneration which animates the 
entire letter bears curlous witness to the way in 
which Washington already loomed large before the 
world. ‘‘I have seen Gen. Washington,” writes Abbé 
Robin, “that most singular man—the Soul and sup- 
port of one of the greatest revolutions that ever 
happened, or can happen.” After recounting some of 
the difficulties under which Washington labored, he 
goes on: 

Although so Situated, he has found out a 
method of keeping his troops in the most abso- 
lue subordination; making them rivals in prais- 
ing him; fearing him when he is silent, and re- 
taining their full confidence in him after defeats 
and disgrace. * * * fYike Peter the Great, he 
has by defeats conducted his army to victory: 
and like Fabius, but with fewer resources and 
more difficulty, he has’ conquered without fight- 
ing, and saved his country. The Americans 
* * *are roused, animated, and inflamed at the 
very mention of his name: and the first songs 
that sentiment or gratitude has dictated have 
been to celebrate Gen. Washington. 

It is probable that the Abbé réferred, in the mat- 
ter of songs, to one entitled ‘‘God Bless Great 
Washington, Long Live Great Washington,” which 
it was the custom to sing at the celebration of his 
birthday. 

As an English view of the first President, even 
while memories of the Revolution must still have 
been rankling in English minds, there is an extract 
from an oration by that friend of the infant America, 
Charles James Fox, soon after the affair of Minister 
Genet: 

How infinitely superior must appear the spirit 
and principles of General Washington, in his late 
address to Congress, compared with the policy of 
modern European Courts! * * It must, in- 
deed, create astonishment that, placed in circum- 
stances so critical, and filling a station so con- 
spicuous, the character of Washington eg 
never once have been called in question; that he 
should in no one instance have been accused 
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ISTORICAL investigation has achieved noth- 
ing more interesting during the last quarter 
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either of improper insolence or of 
mean submission in his transactions 


it the small- 
est interruption to the brilliancy of his 
career, The breath of censure has not 
dared to impeach the purity of his 
conduct, nor the eye of envy te raise 
its malignant glance to the eletation 
of his virtues. Such @s been the 
transcendent merit and the unparal- 
leled fate of this illustrious man ! 

It was nearly a century later when 
another famous English statesman, 
William E. .Gladstone, added his 
tribute: “If, among all the pedestals 
supplied by history for public charac- 
ters of extraordinary nobility and 
purity, I saw one higher than all the 
rest, and if I were required at a mo- 
ment’s notice to name the fittest occu- 
pant for it, I think my choice at any 
time during the last forty-five years 
would have lighted, as it would 
light, upon Washington.” 

In an interesting introduction Mr. 
Schauffler tells bow the misconcep- 
tions of Washineton’s character that 
prevailed until recent years came about, 
and gives some account of early cele- 
brations of his birthday. 

A. Richmond newspaper of February, 
1782, tells how the day had just been 
commemorated there “ with the utmost 
demonstrations of joy.” In'1784 was 
held the fifst public celebration in 
New York, although the previous vear 
had seen a private banquet in his 
honor, at which all the participants 
had agreed to hold a similar merry- 
making every year. But in 1784, ac- 
cording to a New York newspaper of 
that date, the birthday 

was celebrated here by all the true 

friends of American Independence and 

Constitutional Liberty, with that hilar- 

ity and manly decorum ever attend- 

ant on the Sons of Freedom. In the 
evening an entertainment was given 
on board the East India ship in this 
harbor to a very brilliant and respect- 
able company, and a discharge of 


thirteen cannon was fired on this joy- 
ful occasion. 


In 1790 the newly organized Tam- 
many Society celebrated the birthday, 
and formally resolved to commemorate 
it every year. A part of its celebration 
was the drinking of thirteen toasts 
“in porter, the produce of the United 
States.’’ By that time the practice of 
observing the day had become almost 
universal in all the cities and 
of the young Nation, and the news- 
papers for some weeks afterward 
were filled with accounts of the 
brations from different localities. 

Frederick Trevor Hill’s “On _ the 
Trail of Washington” is particularly 
successful in the attempt to show him 
as he was, &@ very human sort of man 
rather than a demigod in a powdered 
wig, and to discover in his training 
and character the reason for the mighty> 
impression he made upon the events of 
his time and all quent 
history. The book is intended primarily 
for readers of the younger sort, but

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GREAT ADVOCATES | 


AND THEIR ARTS 
Mr. Frank Wellman in an Enter- 
taining New Volume Dis- 


cusses Lawyers and Their 
Various Methods. 








HE weighing of testimony is one 
of the principal subjects of 
Mr. Wellman’s interesting new 
book,* which, as he is at pains 
to say in the very beginning, is “in 
no sense a law book.” It treats largely 
of the intellectual and physical equip- 
ment of lawyers, their opportunities 
and rewards, the arts they practice, 
the ethics of their profession, its perils 
and its humors, but the conflict of 
testimony which, as he indicates, con- 
cerns many persons who are not law- 
yers, the daily necessity of forming in- 
telligent opinions of disputed questions 
of fact, is the starting point of the 
book. Clubs, corporations, churches 
have to contend with these questions. 
Every controversy that arises calls for 
the consideration of testimony, the 
weighing of it, and the resultant judg- 
ment. The public at large has ever 
before it large matters of dispute, in 
politics, in finance, in art, in science, in 
social life. 

A chapter from so experienced a legal 
practitioner as Mr. Wellman on snap 
judgments, the influence of emotion on 
opinion, the general ignorance of the 
relative value of testimony would be 
good reading. But in his revelation of 
the effect of testimony on fhe trained 
mind he serves a similar purpose. He 
does not, indeed, attempt a scientific 
treatment of the laws of evidence, but 
he endeavors to show the labor, skill, 
and knowledge of human nature re- 
quired by the advocate. He treats of 
the advocate as the chief actor in a 
drama and endeavors to explain some 
of the methods and arts employed by 
him in the conduct of a case in court. 
He holds that “there are no methods 
for ascertaining the truth that are su- 
perior to those in vogue in the English 
and American courts,” and believes 
that the French authorities are con- 
templating the adoption of those meth- 
ods. “ Day in Court,” by the way, ts 
made up of lectures delivered by Mr. 
Wellman last at Fordham 
Columbia Universities. They 
somewhat modified in 
stantially unchanged. 
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except In minor court cases. The law, 
speaking broadly, is not cheap. 

Mr. Wellman knows ef twenty-five 
lawyers in New York City who devote 


themselves exclusively to trial work, 


and have associated with them junior 
trial lawyers, who “work up” the 
cases. He fancies that “the outcry 
against the so-called ‘delays of the 
law’ is gradually subsiding.” He be- 
lieves that a young man entering the 
legal profession should subject himself 
to close self-inspection before choosing 
between the work of the advocate and 
that of the office practitioner. Strength, 
health, endurance, a good voice, the 
quality called personal magnetism are 
almost essential to success as a trial 
lawyer. Some great advocates ‘have 
seemed ‘to defy these rules. Mr. Dun- 
hing, a great English advocate, had a 
face “like the knave of clubs,” a 
nervous affeetion of the neck, a weak 
body, a bad voice. But he was the 
one man picked out of 10,000. Inherent 


qualities of the good advocate are per-. 


ception, keenness of observation, clear- 
ness and quickness of comprehension. 
Every phase of the case he tries must 
be understood in its entirety and its 
detail “ almost at the same instant and 
with the rapidity almost of intuition.” 
By his faculty of perception he reads 
the thoughts of the witness. He sees 
the bearing of every fact as it is de- 
veloped at the trial, and is enabled 
frequently to adopt quickly a course of 
action entirely different from the one 
he started out with. <A trial seldom 
proceeds exactly along the lines mapped 
out. ‘Witnesses fail in- court. The 
stories they have told to counsel have 
often changed in detail and purport. 
Cross-examination “ often gives an en- 
tirely different turn of the scale bal- 
ance, where some little thing said or 
unsaid may unite or divide a jury.” 
The successful trial lawyer is he who 
can quickly perceive these changes, 
who is-enabled by experience, mental 
alertness, judgment to turn them to 
his own account or defend himself 
arainst their consequences. “ The aver- 
age lawyer,” says Mr. Wellman sadly, 
“gpenerally learns after the verdict 
what would have benefited his case if 
seen in time.” 

The advocate must also have the 
power of imagination, which gives 
shape to thought and expression to 
word pictures. He must not only see 
the case clearly, but must convey to 
other minds the picture painted on his 
own. The judgment of his hearers is 
apt to be than his. Moreover 
(and this is a very important point for 
writers as well speakers to bear in 
mind) the words of a speaker do not 
always have the same meaning to his 
hearers as they have to him. More 
than polished phrase, flawless rhetoric,

agreeable vocal tone, dignity of manner 
are required to carry conviction to a 
company of hearers. Imagination, Mr. 
Wellman contends, is an essential fac- 
tor of eloquence. But he insists strongly, 
too, on sincerity. The advocate’s sense 
of right must be with his subject. 
Courage, energy, self-confidence are 
other needful mental endowments of 
the advocate. A good memory is a 
rich gift for a trial lawyer, as it is for 
any man. He needs also general knowl- 
edge, more information of men 
things and the actual business 
ember of 
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his manners.” Beyond 
these every attainment and qualifica- 
tion the advocate has should be de- 
voted to the elient’s cause. 

Mr. Weliman does nofé precisely an- 
swer the question whether a lawyer 
sh6uld defend a client he believes 
morally guilty. He quotes Sidney 
Smith: 

Justice {s found experimentally to 
be best promoted by the opposite ef- 
forts of practiced and ingenious men, 
presenting to the selection of an im- 
partial Judge the best ument for 
ae establishment and explanation of 
Presumably his statement that the 

Rdvocate does not sell his conscience 
and his insistence on sincerity cover 
this aspect of the case. There is much 
in the book of the vagaries of wit- 
nesses. “The most difficult thing in 
the world is to tell the exact truth.” 
Not only memory fails, but men’s pow- 


| ers of perception and perceptive judg- 


ment differ greatly. He dwells on Prof. 
Miinsterberg’S expériments in this di- 
rection, made with students of psychol- 
ogy at Harvard. These show the small 
value of the testimony of most wit- 
nesses as to estimated time, speed, 
numbers, sounds, taste. These are facts 
of normal life. The preparation for 
an important trial requires enormous 
drudgery. In his chapters on the con- 
duct of trials Mr. Wellman dwells on 
the art required in the selection ofa 
jury. The advocate’s knowledge of hu- 
man nature, and the results of experi- 
ence in jury trials, are here needed 
to help him. But an intuitive sense is 
also required. There is nothing more 
difficult in the advocate’s practice than 
opening a case to the jury. A favor- 
able opinion may here be created, or the 
reverse. Brevity, calmness, clearness, 
deliberation are required. Byt imagina- 
tion, emotional force must not be lack- 
ing. Mr. Wellman cautions young law- 
yers against the use of such phrases 
as “We expect to show you,” “ We 
expect to prove.” On the contrary, 
they should say, “‘ The facts in the case 
are these.” The chapters on examina- 
tion, cross-examination, and summing 
up are full of significance and the re- 
sults of ripe experience. The reader per- 
ceives in the book the ideal advocate. 
The ideal is sought vainly in real life. 
But some lawyers approach it more 
closely than other tawyers One de- 
rives from “* Day in Court” also a tol- 
erably clear idea of the toil and drudg- 
ery a lawyer must endure to gain a 
fair measure of success. It is not put 
forward as a plea fora charitable view 
of lawyers. But it tends to make the 
reader think well of a profession whose 
nembers have to bear a great deal of 
heedless abuse.

judgment of William 
the author of “ Quantrill 
Border Wars,” (Torch Press, 
Cedar Rapids, Lowa, $3.50,) thut Quantrill, 
the ruffian, bandit, freebooter, and guer- 
rilla, was ‘‘ the bloodiest man” who took 
part in the civil war, and no doubt he was.

stead his account of the masters of this 
branch of literature is a fairly orthodox 
survey of the field. The tendency, he is 
actually at pains. to show, is chiefly the 
drift from romance (in a frightfully over- 
worked ‘sense of the word) to realism, in 
an equally overworked sense of that 
word. 

As a matter of fact—perhaps—the real- 
istic is the femininist influence. Certain- 
ly the woman writer from the beginning 
has chosen “realism,” which in this 
usage-is not Zolaism, as the medium of 
her own message. Certainly in our own 
day she has pushed this realism to an 
extreme of self-revelation far beyond any- 
thing mere man has done ii English, 

Meanwhile the public appetite for ro- 
mance has not really grown less. gut 
the reading of history and all the old 
books which are the natural source and 
inspiration of true romance has declined, 
and thus the romancers have failed us, 
It is less trouble to make a novel about 
the people you see all around you than to 
turn antiquarian like Scott or read many 
food and beautiful books like Stevenson 
as a preparation. To be sure, if you are 
a correspondent at the front of —em- 
pire like Kipling, or go down fo the sea 
in ships that are not mere ocean packets, 
like Conrad, you may still be romancer. 
For then you have native romance at 
hand. 

To return to Mr. Burton, he begins, as 
we have said, with Richardson, and gives 
an intelligent, if not brilliant or inspired, 
estimate and analysis of all the great 
English novelists, and some small ones 
since. As to Fielding and Richardson, 
while admitting that the former is still 
somewhat read and the latter not at all, 
our critic declares that the influence of 
Richardson upon the novel at large has 
been more direct—in line, no doubt, with 
the femininist idea already advanced. 
Smollett’s powerful effect on Dickens 
is acknowledged, but there is merely a 
glance aside for Sterne, Swift, Goldsmith, 
Defoe, Fanny Burney, Mrs. Radcliffe, and 
Maria Edgeworth—though, by the way, 
the last is ranked rather high. 

The admirable Jane Austen Mr. Bur- 
ton calls “the ablest novelist of her sex 
and race—one of the very few great 
craftsmen, one may say, since art is no 
respector of sex." Naturally there is 
nothing very new to say of Scott, and 
when our critic is done with the Wizard 
he turns to France to devote a chapter 
to Stendhal, Balzac and the Comédie 
Humaine and Zola. Their influence upon 
the modern English novel has been. 50 
tremendous, he gays, that without a 
knowledge of the Frencn accomplishment 
it is quite impossible to understand the 
English product. 

The appearance of Dickens in the very 
next chapter breaks into the argument 
of French influence rather oddly, and 
Mr. Burton devotes himself to the task 
of adjusting the balance between the 
author of “ Pickwick” and the author 
of the ‘*‘ Book of Snobs.” Hé maintains 
that Thackeray is not less a caricaturist 
than Dickens, even in his serious novels. 
The chapter on George Elliot seems .to 
the present reviewer rather dull, while

STUDIES OF WOMEN NOVELISTS. 





Clara H. Whitmore’s book on ‘‘ Woman’s 
Work in English Fiction” (G. P. Put- 
nam’s Sons, $1.25) considers in a way 
that is at once critical and constructive 
the work of thirty-five women noVelists 
who have had a4 share in the develop- 
ment of this form of literature in the 
English tongue. The list begins with Mar- 
garet Cavendish. Duchess of Newcastle, 
in the middle of the seventeenth century, 
and ends with George Eliot. She studies 
the work of these in some detail, but es- 
pecially with a view to its chief charac- 
teristics and its influence artistically 
upon contemporary taste and the trend of 
fictional development. In addition to these 
more important names a good many oth- 
ers are briefly commented on. Miss Whit- 
more finds that among the things these 
women writers have done has been to 
produce the first great historical novel, 
the first humanitarian novel, the first 
political novel, the first novel depicting

Seven years after he had written this 
story he was again sent to Ireland to 
note what the country was like then and 
to discover what, if any, changes had 
taken place sinee and on account of the 
passage of the Wyndham Act. And now, 
in one and the same book, we are per- 
mitted to read, first, the letters de- 
scriptive of the state of Ireland in 1902, 
just as they originally appeared, and, 
second, the letters of last year, in which 
the author truthfully records the im- 
pressions he received during the second 
visit. Thus we are able to compare the 
one set of pictures with the other. What 
the comparison shows may be inferred 
from a statement made to Mr. Suther- 
land by that eminent Irishman, John 
Dillon. 

** Amcrica,’’ said Mr. Dillon, ‘‘ has heard 
much of Irish suffering and has given 
us such splendid support that it is grati- 
fying that you can take back a report of 
much good accomplished and much more 
to be achieved presently. You could not 
have come at a more significant time, 
The improvement, since you were here 
last, has been simply enormous. I can 
say in all seriousness that Ireland has 
made more progress in the last ten years 
than during the previous 200 years.”’ 

John Redmond, in an introduction he 
has contributed to Mr. Sutherland’s book, 
substantially corroborates what Mr. Dil- 
lon says, but he is inclined to emptasize 
in what he writes the fact that the re- 
dressing of Ireland's land wrongs has not 
caused any lessening of the Irish desire 
for home rule. To this view Mr. Suth- 
erland commits himself; everywhere he 
found the Irish In full accord with the 
attitude of their parliamentary § repre- 
sentatives. He predicts confidently that 
home rule will come and that when tt 
shall have come its present opponents 
“will no more condemn the new order 
than they condemn the other reforms 
which they fought and then embraced.”

HERE is no denying that at first 
sight Mr. Alfred Noyes’s epic*® has 
the look of a fearsomely ponder- 
ous performance. The very make 

of the book, handsomely made as it is, 
with its reproductions of old portraits 
and old prints, suggests rather .a weighty 
historical treatise: than a poem, The 
words “‘ Books I., xii.,”’ on the title page, 
also, and the serried lines of 343 pages 
of blank verse tend to deepen one’s mis- 
givings—though here and there the eye 
catches with a ray of hope the italicised 
lyrics set like sprays of blossom in the 
solid unrelenting text. 

It is true that we have on the cover 
quotations of praise from Mr. Kipling 
and Mr. Swinburne to reassure us.» Mr. 
Kipling vouches that “ the tale itself held 
me yesterday evening from one end to the 
other,” and Mr. Swinburne wrote “* your 
noble and patriotic and historic poem.” 
But then, if I may be excused the expres- 
sion, Mr. Kipling is, and Mr. Swinburne 
was, so rabidly British that their opinion 
of any glorification of England is apt to 
be tainted with a suspicion of chauvinism. 
However, as we take heart, and bravely 
face Mr. Noyes’s epic for ourselves, by de- 
grees, thouzh by no means at first, it be- 
gins to dawn on us that both those great 
poets were not so very far wrong. In 
spite of its anachronistic method, and its 
cumbrous build—not unlike the elaborate 
eastellated Spanish galleons which Mr. 
Noyes in many places so picturesquely 
describes—the story does get hold of one, 
and there is no doubt whatever, as The 
London Times said, that ‘‘ the air we are 
breathing is great air.” 

Mr. Noyes has written 
logue to the American Edition,’ 
after the manner of imperialistic poets, 
he naturally speaks of ‘‘ England, my 
mother,” but again with anachronistic af- 
fectation, speaks of America as “my 
Western sweetheart’ and “‘sweet.”’ S5ome- 
how the time seems past for such terms 
of endearment applied to great embattled 
nations, and particularly to this iron and 
“invincible republic.” But some of the 
verses are worth quoting for the expres- 
sion of that ideal of racial unity which 
our poets are the men to foster: 


a special ‘* Pro-

Pledge her deep, my mother; 
Through her yeins thy life-stream runs! 
Spare a thought, too, sweetheart, for 

my mother o'er the sea! 
Younger eyes are yours; but ah,

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triotism, a patriotism which, however, 
comes occasionally to seem a little over- 
strung, almost hysterical, as it continues 
{to pray or prophesy and apostrophize 
through twelve long books. Yet it is but 
fair to say that the books, as we read, do 
not seem as long as they look, for I re- 
peat that the story does hold one, though, 
its power being cumulative, it is hard to 
illustrate by quotation; The most vivid 
episode is undoubtedly the execution of 
Doughty, .a gentleman adventurer who, 
with others of his class, sailed with Drake 
on The Golden Hynde on his historic ex- 
pedition to YTavage the Spanish Main. 
Drake had sailed under the express pa- 
tronage of Elizabéth, of whom Mr’ Noyes 
gives a striking picture, but Lord Bur- 
leigh, who did not approve of Drake’s 
plan, had sent Doughty with him as a 
spy. Doughty simulates friendship for 
Drake, but secretly stirs up mutiny among 
his crews, and Drake, at last discovering 
his treachery, brings him to trisl on a 
lonely shore on the Straits of Magellan, 
the skeleton of one of Magellan’s old mu- 
tineers dangling mournfully on the wind 
hard by. Drike's crews decree that 
Doughty must die. Doughty gayly ac- 
cepts his fate and begs them all to feast 
with him before his execution, 

I would I had space to illustrate by quo- 
tation the solemn impressiveness with 
which Mr. Noyes pictures for us this 
strange scene, 

“he figure of Drake, while impressive, 
is rather that of a demigod than of a 
human being, and the tender side of him, 
as in his love story and in his religion, a 
curious blend of piracy and Puritanism, 
seems a little oversentimentalized. It is, 
indeed, when Drake speaks that the dra- 
matic unreality, the naif limitations, of 
Mr. Noyes’s old-world method reveal] 
themselves. Of course, the reader is ex- 
pected to accept the artistic conditions 
of the poem, yet it°is hard to imagine 
Drake talking like this:

ETHAN ALLEN HITCHCOCK. 


Be UT of the diary and other writings 





of the late Major Gen. Ethan Allen 
Hitchcock, W. A. Croffut has con- 
structed a biography of unusual inter- 
est, which appears in a handsome vol- 
ume bearing the title ‘‘ Fifty Years in 

‘amp and Field,’ (G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 
$4.) It is the ograapy of a soldier who 

as conspicuously active in all our im- 
ary operations that followed 
his graduation from West Point in 1817 
down to the close of the War of the Re- 
bellion. 

The diary upon which the work Is large- 
ly based was begun in 1817, and was kept 
up for a full half century, It deals for 
the most part with army matters, and 
contains many very entertaining entries. 

Ethan Allen Hitehcock was a grandson 
of that eminent Vermonter Ethan Alien 
and he was quite like his distinguished 
ancestor in many respects. The story of 
his life as we glean it from his notebooks 
shows that he was an upright, straight- 
forward man who faultlessly did his duty 
and stoutly maintained his rights and his 
opinions. He did not mind disagreeing 
with a superior officer, but if we care to 
accept his diary as a reliable record, he 
never had a disagreement-with a superior 
who was not in the wrong—somehow 
Hitchcock always was right. 

He had a way of carrying his contro- 
versies over the heads of his commanding 
officers.

Franck’s music has steadily gained in 
public understanding and appreciation, 
and an English translation of d’Indy’ 
work, putting it at the service of Inng- 
lish and American readers, is welcome. 

As Mrs. Newmarch says in her in- 
troduction, much of the charm and 
peculiar value of d’Indy’s volume will 
be found in the fact that it is “a 
veritable artistic gospel.” A strong and 
just mind controls the tendency to 
sentimentality or exaggerated praise; 
a sensitive conscience and a clear in- 
sight forestall artisttc judgments that 
are biased. The brief and uneventful 
story of Franck’s life is told by his 
pupil with tender respect and affec- 
tion: a narrative in which is inter- 
jected many a sharp and sarcastic word 
for those of his colleagues, musical and 
professional, as well as of Government 
officials, who failed to appreciate him, 
failed to honor him, failed to give him 
the place and the opportunity that 
were due him. 

A predominant trait that appears in 
this account is Franck’s modesty, which 
marked all his laborious career. Few 
distinctions came to him in his lifetime, 
and many disappointments; but there 
was no bitterness in him. He con- 
tinued his work as organist of the 
Church of St. Clotilde from 1858S to the 
time of his death in 1890. He con- 
tinued, too, to run about Paris giving 
music lessons to amateurs, and even to 
classes in boarding schools. He spent 
the best part of his life in his organ 
loft. There he fanned the fire of his 
genius by pouring out his wonderful 
improvisations. These were “ often far 
more lofty in thought than many skill- 
fully elaborated compositions.” “ He 
had, or rather was, the genius of im- 
provisation, and -no other modern or- 
ganist, not excepting the most re- 
nowned executants, would bear the 
most distant comparison with him in 
this respect.” 

In his analysis of Franck’s musical 
nature d’Indy traces his artistic descent 
from the primitive Umbrian and Sien- 
ese painters, from the craftsmen who 
built the French cathedrals. The prin- 
cipal characteristics of his musical 
style are the nobility and expressive 
value of his melodic phrase; the orig- 
inality of his harmonic combinations; 
the solid eurythmy of his musical 
structure.. The greatest stress is laid 
upon Franck’s invention of the “ cyctic 
style ’’—a discovery which Mr. d’Indy 
considers as important to symphonic 
music as the Wagnerian procedures 
were to opera. He means the “syn- 
thetic school” of symphony, based on 
the use of “ generative themes.” 

The analysis of Franck’s works and 
the division of his creative activity into 
three periods are carried out most in- 
terestingly and authoritatively by the 
biographer. It is a curious fact, he 
thinks, that although Franck was “ per- 
haps the only religious musician at the 
end of the last century,’’ yet his sacred 


music is undoubtedly inferior to that- 


which he produced in other branches, 
orchestral, pianoforte, and chamber 
music. The reason for it is, first, his 
slight acquaintance with the works of 
the great polyphonic writers of the 
sixteenth century; and also the fact 
that he had to write music in haste 
for feast days at Saint Clotilde. Only 


‘his organ works, evidently destined for 


the church but more on the symphonic 
order, remain as an imperishable monu- 
ment.

Startling as his cacophonies un- 
doubtedly are, they bear an insienifieant 
relation to the totality of his art. His 
enlargement of the orchestra is only to 
gain not greater volume of tone but 
special effects ot color. Music is con- 
stantly becoming more complex: but the 
comparative complexity or simplicity of a 
work ts no criterion of its value, and 
nothing is more absurd than to demand 
of a great work that it be easily appre- 
hended at first hearing. It is openly ad- 
mitted that ** Elektra ’’ is complex. 
Strauss does not, by preference, choose 
morbid and unhealthy subjects. ** Sa- 
lome,”’’ of all his subjects, is the only one 
that offers ‘‘ possible ground for objec- 
tion and controversy.” ** Elektra’’ 1s 
gloomy and tragic, but not morbid. And, 
finally, Strauss is entirely sincere, as wii! 
be proved by a study of his symphonie 
poems and music dramas from 
Juan’’ to “* Elektra.”

Having thus cleared the way of all the 
usual criticisms of Strauss—though some 
may think his line of argument proves 
too much-—Mr. Hutcheson gives a clean 
bill of health to Von Hofmannsthal’s play; 
and then goes on wiih his analysis of the 
musical structure of the composition. He 
enumerates and names the themes, usual- 
ly at their first appearance, and describes 
their use, mentioning forty-three. The 
work is skillfully and well done by a mu- 
sician familiar with the score.

But to challenge the navy of Great 
Britain is to menace the very exist- 
ence of Great Britain, since not only 
the industries of the nation, but its 
food supplies from day to day depend 


, upon keeping her own ports open and 


the paths of her ships upon the seas 


free and safe. ‘The obvious duty of 


Great Britain, urges Mr. Wilkinson, is 
to prepare for such a trial first by 
strengthening the navy to make the 
‘first line of defense” impregnable 
and second by forming an adequate 
army through general military train- 
ing. “ Ask yourself,” he says, “ what 
is the one thing most needed now and 
the one thing most needed for the fu- 
ture. You will answer, because you 
know it to be true, that the one thing 
most needed now is to get the navy 
right. The one thing most needed for 
the future is to put the idea of the 
nation and the will to help England 
into every man’s soul. That cannot be 
done by writing or~by talking, but only 
by setting every man while he is young 
to do something for his country. There 
is one way of bringing that about. It 
is by making every citizen a soldier 
in a national army. The man who has 
learned to serve his country has learned 
to love it. He is the true citizen, and 
of such a nation is composed.” 

It is, as we have noted, in the discus- 
sion of this phase of the matter, that 
Mr. Wilkinson displays the most origi- 
nality, and what he has to say cannot 
be ignored by the most ardent friends 
of peace. We think that he somewhat 
exaggerates the value of national gov- 
ernmental organization in the case of 
Germany outside of military training. 
Beyond that field it is the opinion of 
Germans of high authority that the in- 
fluence of governmental intervention 
tends to repress initiative, to weaken 
the power of prompt decision, and to

The English Reprint in America, 
With Special Reference to 
Everyman’s Library—Ameri- 
can Humor in England. 








ber that Byron’s John Murray was 

called the “ Prince of Publishers.” 

Similarly we may to-day speak of 
J. M. Dent as the Prince of Reprint- 
ers, the man who has carried this side 
of publishing to the highest heights. Mr. 
Dent has been telling me about his recent 
visit to America, where, I think, he has 
left part of his large bookman’s heart. 
Chiefly he crossed the Atlantic to enlist 
the services of American scholars and 
men of letters in editing future volumes 
for his famous Everyman's Library. He 
has returned with a list of excellent re- 
cruits.in that respect, and with the liveli- 
est admiration for the thorough and com- 
prehensive manner in which the study of 
English literature is dealt with by the 
American universities. Mr. Dent is not the 
man to cry down his own country, but 
I fancy he feels that there your univer- 
sities set ours an example; that is to 
say in the keenness‘and breadth of their 
systematic teaching of all that pertains 
to our common literature. 

His ultimate hope is to make Every- 
man’s Library a depository and mirror 
of the cream of Anglo-Saxon literature. 
* You,” he addresses his reader, “ belong 
to the great Engiish-speaking world, the 
greatest republic of letters that the world 
has known. Then here, shrewdly chosen 
according to the verdict of time and men, 
and handily put up, are the outstanding 
books of that republic of letters, each 
typical of some corner of it.” It is a 
fine thought, and Mr. Dent is the more 
confident of its realization as a result 
of his visit to America, alike because of 
the scholarship cordially placed at his dis- 
posal, and because of the growing Amer- 
ican success of ‘“‘ Everyman” in a ma- 
terial sense. On his desk, as I talked 
with him, there lay an order from Amer- 
ica for 200,000 volumes of the series, the 
largest single order he has ever had for 
it. Some little while ago a Canadian im- 
perter dropped in on him and bought 
68,000 volumes; so you see the nimble re- 
print is a conquering thing on both sides 
of the Atlantic. 

We may gather how far-flung this 
Everyman's Library has been in its con- 
quering, by the fact that in the four 
years since it was started six mililion 
volumes have been sold. Of those many, 
many books, about 25 per cent, Mr. Dent 
tells me, have gone to America, “ But 
mind. you,” he added, “the Library has 
only really begun its course there, and I 
saw vast possibitties for it.’ Who, would 
you say, has been the best selling author 
in the remarkable record of- Everyman? 
Who, but Shakespeare! Next to the Bible 
he is always the best seller. He appeared 
two and a half years ago in Everyman 
in three comely volumes. Already 90,000 
copies of each of those volumes have been 
sold, and this without any very traceabic 
hurt to the sale of the older companion, 
“Temple Shakespeare,” which has always 
been a favorite in America. 

By the time you are reading this epistie 
Mr. Dent will be issuing fifty more vol- 
umes in Everyman's Library, s0 bring- 
ing the number in being up to 450. His 
estimate at the outset was that he would 
complete it in a thousand volumes. By 
the Autumn, for which he has a further 
fifty in prospect, he will have half com- 
pleted his task. But, like all worthy un- 
dertakings—certainly Urerary undertak- 
ines—he has found it grow in his hands, 
amd very likely the thousandth volume 
will not be the last. Constantly some bit 
of literary treasure trove is being dug 
up, and included it must be whatever 
happens.

age. Mrs. Warner French says she has 
not found the English ilking for American 
humor very cheering, and she speaks on 
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the basis of her own writings. The in4l- 
vidual Englishman told her. and wrote to 
her, that “Susan Clegg” was “ irresist- 
ably funny, but the reviews found it 
‘vulgar,’ and the general public never 
took elther Susan or Aunt Mary to his 
or her bosom,” 

“TY find,” Mrs. Warner French con- 
tinues,” an entirely different standard of 
humor in every nation, put I find the 
widest différence between the English 
and American. We can all see a French 
joke or a German one, but I read an 
English comic paper with a sense of be- 
wildered rage that I am supposed capable 
of being amused by such utter vacuity. 
‘These are not my boots, John.’ ‘Oh, I 
beg your pardon, Sir, 1 must have put 


your boots on the fire’—exit John with 


coal scuttle and ash hod, much confused! 
Of course, I never read that anywhere, 
but I can imitate English wit without 
even the spur of the moment.” 

Now, what is one to say to that indict- 
ment of English “humor? Two things; 
first, that it is a “true bill,” but, sec- 
ondly, that it is not the whole bill. The 
humor of the English “man in the street’ 
is not very rich, and mostly it takes the 
form of some sense of the ludicrous— 
what in a London ’busman becomes buf- 
foonery. On the other hand, one’s friends 
just back from America say constantly 
that the humor of the American ‘“ man 
in the street’ is also of the obvious sort— 
mechanical, of the “ prepare to laugh” 
order. The lesson of these cross-charges 
probably is that you cannot indict the 
humor of a nation, any more than you 
can indict a nation itself, But in every 
country you have that company of the 
aposties, fit if few, to whose sense of 
humor geography makes no difference. 
Thanks large to Scotland “and Ireland 
that company’ is considerable in Great 
Britain, and I was thinking of it when 
I said that there is a genuine appreciation 
of American humor in England. No, I 
agree with Mrs. Warner French, it is 
not appreciation on the part of the “ gen- 
eral English public.’”’ It is better than 
that: the appreciation of the highest, 
keenest, cleverest British public, and 
“Susan Clegg’”’ got and holds that tribute. 
Eventually the slow-moving general read- 
er accepts his orders from this white 
company, although it is a matter of time. 
And when another “ Susan Clegg ’”’ comes 
along, it will, I am sure, be acclaimed, 
like Mark Twain and “‘ Mr. Dooley,” the 
*“ correct thing ’’ to take to the broad Eng- 
lish bosom, as well as the good thing.

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RANDOM NOTES | 
OF BERLIN BOOKS 


Recent Commercialism in Litera- 
ture—New Novels and New 
Editions—Stimulating 
Patriotism. 





By DR. J. PERRY WORDEN. 
ERLIN, Feb. 8.—With the clearing 
up of Christmas stalls trade in 
bs books for the new year in Ger- 
many has opened fairly well. Ger- 
hardt Hauptmann’s new novel,“* Emanue? 
Quint,"’ bas pegun to appear In Die neue 
Rundschau for January, and curiosity is 
naturally aroused as to “whether any- 
thing will come of It.””. Now that Wilden- 
bruch and Lillencron are dead, Haupt- 
mann and Sudermann, though so much 
of their work is done for the stage, with 
Gustav Frenssen, maintain the lead as 
novelists, and often their competition sug- 
gests results more favorable to the pub- 
lishers’ cash tills and their royalties than 
their own literary fame. Whether it be 
actually true that Hauptmann and Suder- 
mann, and, for that matter, Fulda, also 
are under contract to produce a work 
every few months, each seems diverting 
from steady-going, old-fashioned German 
ways and studying how they may take 
the public captive at one coup. 

When “Griselda,” for example, was 
given at the Lessing Theater in Berlin 
last Winter Hauptmann forbade the dils- 
tribution of a copy of the play until the 
curtain had fallen on the first per- 
formance; and this Winter Sudermann 
went him one better in that he held back 
his “ Strandkinder”’ from the trade and 
the reader a whole month. Instead, too, 
of being indifferent as to how his plays 
appeared in Berlin, or whether théy were 
acted there at all—in private canversation 
not long ago Sudermann said that he 
would give no more plays to the Kaiser's 
footstool!—Sudermann lately‘ bent his 
energies to that degree that, if the story 
of $10,000, or half of it, for new scenery 
at the Kénigliche Schauspielhaus be true, 
there is every reason to believe that the 
author, who has probably cleared $40,000 
to $50,000 through his ‘‘ Hohe Lied,” bore 
the largest share of it. Hauptmann’s 
experiment in publishing his story in 
serial form is but a somewhat similar 
step to his taking to the lecture platform 
last Fall to deal out orally portions of 
his uncompleted drama. 

Great as is the sale here of fiction in 
paper or cloth covers, German periodicals 
hold their own, and, especially in circu- 
lating house cltibs, form no little part of 
the bookseller’s trade. As an instance of 
thelr literary worth,’ Die deutsche Run4d- 
schau has just printed a hitherto un- 
published letter of Goethe, dated April 
16, 1828, written in response to a request 
for advice as to the education of a young 
German Prince, tm which Goethe places 
lese value on philosophy and méoére on” 
practical training, and recommends in 
particular a stiff course in mathematics. 
Appropriately at the same time comes 
Cc. Berg's ‘‘ Goethe: Ein Lebensbild eines 
grossen Menschen,” (Gotha, F. A. Per- 
thes,) a biographical study for youth, 
while E. 8. Mittler & Sohn, Berlin, who 
have issued so many excellent works 
about Weimar and its Jupiter, publish an- 
other volume of “ Stunden mit Goethe,’ 
with interesting sketches and portraits of 
the vivacious Ottilie and August von 
Goethe. The second volume of “ Goethe's 
Gespriiche,”’ covering the period from the 
Congress of Erfurt, 1808, till Goethe's last 
visit to Carlsbad, 1823, follows soon after 
the first volume, (Leipsic, F. W. von 
Biedermann,) and reflects in general as 
creditably on the editors as their pre- 
vious effort. The reservation of authori- 
ties, however, for the last volume of the 
* work is a flaw in the arrangement of the 
collations; one will be always dependent 
on the final volume, and until that is com- 
pleted be in ignorance of the source drawn 
on. Longfellow is made to picture Goethe 
drinking @ toast to the guessed Gbtz von 
Berlichingen, and this, with quotations 
from Ticknor, Cogswell, Bancroft, and 
Prof. W. T. Hewett, forms the American 
contribution in the volume to the study 
of Goethe. , 

A charming volume is a new and thor- 
oughly sympathetic biography of Carmen 
Sylva, the poet-Queen of Roumania, by 
Mite Kremnitz, (Leipsic: E. Haberland.) 
Fascinating portraits of the good and 
beautiful Princess at various stages of 
her life and scenes from the almost 
idyllic surroundings in her mountain home 
show how natural has been the growth of 
her friendships beyond the seas, and help 

. to an understanding of her poetry, of 
which there are numerous selections. A 
useful book for the study of German 
literature to-day, “‘Die deutsche Dich- 
tung der Gegenwart,” by the indefatigable 
Prof. Adolf Bartels, has reached its eighth 
revigeed edition, (Leipsic: Eduard Avena- 
rius,) and a little volume by Dr. K. 
Haym “ Was ist von Sprachreinheit und 
Sprachreinigung zu halten?” (Leipsic: 

Xenien Veriag). suggests problems for _ 
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Germans if they would guard their lan- 
guage from dangers to which other mod- 
ern tongues, and especially English, have 
fallen victims. 

Of German books designed to stimulate 
patriotism by admiration and alse by a 
cold-water blanket or two-an_ excel- 
lent corrective for others than “ Die 
Deutschen,” were it only more frequently 
applied—there is a plentiful stock. Just 
when August Scherl, the enterprising 
periodical publisher, in his “Sport im 
Bild,”” ts celebrating ‘‘ Berlin als Frem- 
denstadt,”’ Karl Scheffler, through Erich 
Reiss’s Verlag, Berlin, arraigns the pow- 
ers that be in a strongly outlined study 
of the German capital entitled “ Berlin: 
Ein Stadtschicksal.” Scheffler discusses 
the people, their public spirit, the public 
grounds, architecture, art and society of 
the city, and comes to many uncompli- 
mentary conclusions likely, however, to 
be wholesome to everybody if taken 
betimes to heart. As if to add force to 
some of Scheffier’s arguments C.: R. 
Vietor, in ‘' Mosaik,”’ (Gremen: Gustav 
Winter,) gives some pictures from the life 
of a metropolitan clergyman, Little sil- 
houettes in words, and very entertaining, 
are Peter Altenberg’s “ Bilderbigen des 
kleinen Lebens,” (Berlin: Erich Reiss.) 
On the other hand, Major Wilhelm Leng- 
held’s “Zwanzig Jahren in deutschen 
Kol6nien,”’ (Berlin: Wilhelm Weicher,) is 
a compendious, illustrated record of some 
men’s achievements in one of the latest 
and most difficult of German enterprises. 
“Auf See und in Kamerun,” by Walter 
Heichen, (Kattowitz: Phoenix Verlag,) is 
a book for the youth looking forward to 
Colonial service, while C. F. Sperling's 
“Aus dem Logebuch eines Kriegssee- 
mannes,”’ (Berlin: Wilhelm Weicher,) 
gives an insight into the German marine. 

Side by side with such a_ sctientific- 
sporty work as és hoped may flow from 
Theodore Roosevelt’s pen when safe from 
rhinoceros, elephant, and lion and able to 
revise his magazine stories, should be 
placed the sumptuously illustrated vol- 
ume, “In Afrika’s Wildkammern,” (Ber- 
lin: Paul Parey,) by Dr. A. Berger, the 
well-known explorer and hunter, who 
brought back from the jaws of death not 
only his knapsack full of serious data but 
nearly 300 crystal-clear photographs, tell- 
ing of months in the jungle, not a little of 
the time enjoying, as did Roosevelt, Eng- 
lish Government hospitality. 

Art, science, and the drama have their 
usual representation in recent German 
bookmaking. A rather monumental work 
that cannot fail to find its way into 
many American art libraries is Richard 
Muther’s three-volume ‘“‘ Geschichte der 
Malerei,”” (Leipsic: Konrad Grethlein’s 
Verlag.) One hundred and ten reproduc- 
tions in color and 2,800 copies in mono- 
tone form a gallery varied and beautiful; 
unsatisfactory, however, is the miserably 
small space devoted to the American 
school, another page or two, and a dozen 
more rmames being the minimum that 
might have been expected by one familiar 
with a few things accomplished by Amer- 
icans. Whistier, given eight reproduc- 
tions; Sargent, six, and Chase, one, alone 
are honored with engravings. 

One need not be told that Prof. Wilhelm 
Ostwald won the Nobel Prize to know that 
his “‘ Energetische Grundiagen der Kul- 
turwissenschaft,"’ (Leipsic: Dr. Werner 
Klinkharat,) like at least most of Ost- 
wald’s works, is every page worth read- 
ing. From his experiments in the chemical 
and physical laboratories Prof. Ostwald 
“tries it on’’ society—with results not 
always flattering to the latter. Another 
huge work, in two solid volumes, is Dr. 5. 
Seligmann’s ‘‘ Der bése Blick,” or “* Evil 
Eye,” (Berlin: Hermann Barsdorf,) 240 
illustrations accompanying a text includ- 
ing chapters on the superstition in Amer- 


ca. 

In books incidental to the stage, aside 
from a néw edition of ‘‘ Die Verrohung 
der Literature,’ (Berlin: Schall & Ten- 
tal,)—a bundle of darts for- Hauptmann 
and Sudermann by the Kipling antagonist, 
Carl Bleibtreu—Dr. Otto Doell’s “ Ent- 
wickelung der naturalistischen Form im 
jiingstdeutschen Drama,’ (Halle: Her- 
mann Gesenius,) is the most important. 

Among recent German fiction as good 
afd bad as any, but successful in both 
cases as “sellers,” are Wilhelm Ar- 
menius’s ‘“ Die Goethe-FRichstidts,” a 
story of the Thuringian Forest, and es- 
pecially of Weimar; F. K. Ginzkey’s 
‘“ Geschichte einer stillen Frau,”’ (Leipsic: 
L. Staackmann;) Alexander Ular’s “ Die 
Zwergenschiacht,” (Frankfort: Ritten & 
Loening,) a politico-social romance, and 
Ernst-v. Wolzogen's ‘Da werden Wei- 
ber zu Hyinen,’ (Berlin: Fontane & 
Co.,) by no means, with Wo!zogen's char- 
acteristic humor, so terrifying a volume 
as the tithe may indicate.

Our correspondent has a first edition of 
this work. We do not find a sale of it. 
Controversial works, 
fetch high prices. Re 
Weterlant was born 1683. died 1740, 
was a@ man of much learning and a writer 
of ability. It is said that he did more 
than any other divine of his generation 
to check the advance of latitudinarian 
ideas within the Church ef Emciand. The 
unauthorized publication of a correspond- 
ence between .him and John Jackson on 
the Arian tendency of Dr. Samuel Clarke's 
Scripture Doctrine of the ‘Trinity led “to 
the issuin of Waterlard’s Vindication 
of Christ's Divinity. In this he aitacks 
Dr. Clarke and Daniel Whitby. Whitby 
replied, and Waterland published an an- 
swer to the econd (1720.) He also pub- 
lished “A § BS ec san of Christ’s 
Divinity,” Arse A Further Vindication 
of Christ’s Divinity,” (1724,) and “* Re- 
marks upon Dr. Clarke’s Exposition of 
the Church Catechism.” He is the author 
of a number of other works of similar 
character. 


HARRY DAVIES.—Kindly inform me through 
the columns of your valuable Review of the 
Value of an old Genevan Bible, printed by 
Christopher Barker. London, 1589. It contains 
the Apocrypha, has marginal notes, and is one 
of the first editions of the Genevan Bible. From 
its rendering of Genesis iil., 7., ‘‘ Made them- 
selves breeches.’’ At the close of the New 
Testament there are * Two right profitable and 
fruitful concordances,’’ date 1578, followed by 
‘“The whole Book of Psalms collected 
English Meter by Thomas Sternhold. 
Hopkins and others, conferred with the He- 
brew, with apt notes to sing them withal.’’ 
Date 1630. Bound In calf, 89-inch by seven, 
three and a half-inch thick, (one leaf miss- 
ing,) first chapter in Genesis and parf of sec- 
ond chapter. Otherwise it is in perfect con- 
dition. 

The 1589 Bible was published by the 
Deputies of Christopher Barker. The 
Ashburnham copy, Russia morocco bind- 
ing, brought £2 8s. The Hayes copy, calf 
binding, margins stained and mended, 
sold for $11. The Bible, Genevan version, 
published by C. Barker in 157 fetches 
from $9 to $56 at auction. The Genevan 
Bible was first printed’ In England in 
1575. The Whole Book of Psalms, col- 
lected by Sternhold and Hopkins, is 
Worth abuwut $5. here are many editions 
of this rendering of the Psalms, the first, 
which wes undated, appearing about 1549. 
Thomas Sternhold died in 1549, and John 
Hopk ins died in 1570. Ti work, it is 

said, has had a larger circulat ion than 
any work in the English language, ex- 
cept the authorized version of the Bivle 
and the Book of Common Prayer.

Woodberry — English Poor 
Law Policy—Fiction, Sci- 
ence, and Theology. 
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ITLES are often a source of trouble 
to the author, and there are occa- 
sions when they have been known 
to react on the publishers of a 

novel. Instances where the same title 
has been chosen for books that are in 
reality very far apart from each other 
in substance are actually too numerous 
to be dignified with particular mention. 
Sidney Warwick’s “‘A House of Lies,” 
publistiéd next week by the Cassells, is a 
case in point. Judging by its title, the 
book should resemble a certain recent 
work of fiction that had a popular vogue 
for a time; but, as a matter of fact, it 
{s quite different—a story bound around 
some decidedly sensational lies, and in 
which the plot is of sufficient fmpor- 
tance and complexity to appeal more than 
all else to the reader. On the same 
day with “A House of Lies" Cassell & 
Co. will issue another novel called * Blind 
Hopes,”’ by Helen Wallace, author of 
“The Sons of the Seigneur.” As they 
describe it, this is ‘‘a story of a man’s 
inner and outer life, of a strong ambi- 
tion and a passionate purpose keenly pur 
sued, and yet, underlying it all, a vein of 
‘romance and loyalty to an early ideal.” 
This week Cassell & Co, publish Mrs, 
Henry Dudeney’s new noyel, “* The Shoul. 
der Knot,” an account of which was 
given some time ago in these columns, 


In these days there are more than the 
usual number of books that have for their 
particular interest an appeal to the edu- 
cators of the country. In this category 
it is worth while noting Dr. Felix Ar- 
nold’s ‘Attention and Interest,”” pub- 
lished next week by The Macmillan Com- 
pany. The author is already well known 
in educational circles through his text- 
book of “‘ School and Class Management,” 
and it is likely that his present volume 
follows out something of the same lines 
that were touched upon in his prelimi- 
nary pedagogical work. 


Three other works are promised for this 
week by The Macmillan Company, each 
of which has been noticed at length in 
these columns. They are as follows: 
“The Ethics of Jesus,’ (postponed from 
last week,) by President Henry Churchill 
King of Oberlin College; “ The Inspira- 
tion of Poets,” by Prof. George Edward 
Woodberry, and “ The Spirit of Amer- 
ica,”’ a collection of essays based on lec- 
tures delivered at the Sorbonne, France, 
by Prof. Henry van Dyke of Princeton 
College. 


A Sequel to “The Gadfly.” 

Sequels to popular works of fiction are 
always matters that appear to have more 
than the usual amount of handicap in 
the successful launching of a novel, ** The 
Gadfly,” by Mrs. Voynich, was published 
some thirteen years ago, and had a con- 
siderable vogue among readers of fiction, 
We are now told that another novel by 
the same author will be published by 
The Macmillan Company next week, tn 
which the characters of ‘‘ The Gadfly ”’ 
take a prominent part. Aside from the re- 
appearance of these characters, however, 
Mrs. Voynich’s “‘An Interrupted Friend- 
ship” is scarcely intended as a sequel to 
the former work. The sceno of the story 
is laid partly in the old country chateau 
of the De Marteurelles, partly in the al- 
most unexplored jungles of Seuth Amer- 
ica, and partly in Paris. There are thus 
some realistic descriptions of French 
country life and soclety combined with 
adventures in the tropics, the whole fused 
together with a strong element of mys- 
tery. 

In spite of the fact that Longmans, 
Green & Coa. have been engrossed this

other things, an account, from a new 
point of view and supported by much 
documentary evidence, of the intervention 
of the American Irish, which produced 
the Land League. Then, there is a new 
book, ready in a few days, by the two 
English economists Sidney and, Beatrice 
Webb, entitled ‘‘ English Poor Law Pol- 
icy,’’ in which is given a detailed analysis 
of what has been done by Parliament 
and the local Government Board in behalf 
of the poor from 1834 down to the vres- 
ent day. In a forthcoming new edition 
of “ Administration of Anaesthetics,’’ by 
Probyn-Williams, a contribution is made 


to matters of current scientific interest 


in a discussion of the new spinal analge- 
sic known as stovaine. 


.In recent years few subjects have en- 


gaged the attention of the practical soci- 
vlogist more closely than the various the- 
ories and working systems of education. 
In this connection much space has been 
given in educational books to German and 
English methods, but it is only recently 
that the rapid progress made in the 
French schools has come in for recogni- 
tion. The French system of elementary 
education has thus been discussed in print 
in this country, but the secondary school 
system in vogue in France has not as 
yet received a similar degree of atten- 
tion. To fill this lack Longmans, Green 
& Co. expect shortly to issue a volume 
by Dr. Farrington of the University of 
Texas, in which will be given an account 
of the origin, development, and present 
organization of secondary education in 
France, 


So many are the volumes that have been 
written on the subject of Roman and 
Italian history that one is tempted to 
think that there cannot be anything more 
to say that Is very new. But ancient Italy 
and pre-Augustan Rome are, after all, 
not very vividly pictured outside of what 
Rome itself and the ruins of Pompeii 
have revealed of them. Other sources 
there are, however, for further historical 
information, and it is with these sources 
that Prof. A. L. Frothingham has busied 
himself in a book, published this month 
by the Sturgis & Walton Company, en- 
titied ‘‘Roman Cities of Northern Italy 
and Dalmatia.” The author ts Professor 
of Ancient History and Archaeology at 
Princeton University, and has already 
written on subfects connected with his 
present historical study—as, for instance, 
his “Monuments of Christian Rome.” 
This new-volume of ‘‘ Roman Cities” is 
furnished with 64 full-page illustrations. 


“Stories of Authors.” 


Another volume by a college professor, 
issued this month by the Sturgis & Wal- 
ton Company, is “Stories of Authors.” 
Scarcely so erudite in purpose and sub- 
stance as the study of Italian cities in 
their relation to ancient Rome, this book, 
the work of Edwin Watts Chubb, Profes- 
sor of Rhetoric and English Literature in 
Ohio University, aims to give to the gen- 
eral reader a series of entertaining and 
characteristic stories of authors whose 
names have become famous in English 
and American literature. Thus, in the 
seventy chapters comprising the book are 
such subjects as ** The Death of Shelley,’’ 
‘“‘Macaulay Becomes Famous,” “ The 
Last Days of Edgar Allan Poe,” ‘Dickens 
Writes the Pickwick Papers,"’ &c.

Two novels and a volume of essays are 
the contribution of the John Lane Com- 
pany to the publications of the week. 
Aeronautics plays a prominent part in 
one novel, “‘ Theodora’s Husband.” One 
of its leading characters, a young 
French aeronaut, bullds an aeroplane, 
and in so doing becomes vitally connected 
with the married life of Theodora, Lady 
Allingham, and her husband, Sir George.

An account of this 
book, the plot of which tnvolves the de- 
tails of some of the engineering triumphs 
for which the West is famous, appeared 
recently in these columns. Mr. Pratt's 
novel has been illustrated in color by 
Louis Fancher, illustrator of ‘‘The Max- 
ims of Methuselah.” 


In line with the character of many of 
their previous publications, the Frederick 
A. Stokes Company brings out this month 
another book devoted to the subject of 
health seeking. ‘‘The Fresh Air Book” 
is its title, and its author, Lieut. J. P. 
Muller, a Dane, is a recognized authority 
in Europe, where he has been an in- 
Spector of one of the largest sanatoriums 
for consumptives. The special argument 
of his book is that men should make @ 
much more liberal use of fresh air, not 
only for breathing, but also for the skin. 
Thousands are now said to be practicing 
his theories. Some of the chapters in 
the book deal with Air and Sun Baths 
in Everyday Life, What to Wear, Culti- 
vation of Gymnastics, Skin Gymnastics 
as an Aid to Beauty, Rheumatism, Tuber- 
culosis, Appendicitis, &e., 


A writer of verse makes her first ven- 
ture in fiction—that is the bit of per- 
sonal news interest involved in ‘ The Owls 
of St. Ursula,’ by Jane Brewster Reid, 
which the Baker & Taylor Company are 
publishing, Moreover, the story is said 
to have a certain autobiographical quali- 
ty, and gives a graphic picture of school- 
girl life. 


“Women as Letter Writers.” 


Two other books promised for this sea- 
son by the Baker & Taylor Company are 
“Women as Letter Writers,” by Ada M. 
Ingpen, sister of the editor of ‘‘ Charles 
Lamb,’’ who here brings together what 
she considers the best letters written by 
women in English; and the American edi- 
tion of ‘‘ A Stepson of Fortune,"”’ by Henry 
Murray, which is described as ‘‘an auto- 
blography noteworthy for its candor, and 
also for the glimpses of famous men who 
appear in its pages.” 


Among the Mmonth’s publications Moffat, 
Yard & Co. have three books dealing with 
such varied subjects as Biblical research, 
Socialism, and the teaching of sewing to 
young girls. The first of these is by 
Benjamin Wisner Bacon, D. D., Litt. D., 
LL.D., and is called “ The Fourth Gospel 
in Debate and Research.” It is an ex- 
haustive discussion of the results of re- 
cent findings by archaeologists and others 
in regard to the authenticity and antiquity 
of St. John’s Gospel, and sets forth in 
more elaboration than heretofore Dr. Ba- 
con’s own conclusions on the subject. 
Reginald Wright Kauffman, in the second 
book, answers the question ‘‘ What is So- 
cialism?”’ In this volume the attempt is 
made to distinguish between real So- 
clalism and the innumerable shams which 
travel under that name, The book ad- 
dresses itself to the general reader, and 
discusses the practical working out of So- 
cialism in actual life as well as in its 
scientific and philosophical aspects. The 
third book Is by Virginia Ralston, editér 
of the Dressmaking Department of the 
Ladies’ Home Journal, and is called 
“ When Mother Lets Us Sew.” ‘The book, 
containing many illustrations, is designed 
to be of practical service to children de- 
sirous of learning something of the art 
of the needle, and furnishes them with 
examples and simple descriptions of the 
various stitches that they need to become 
familiar with in their work. 


A book with a somewhat singular title, 
“The River and I,” and addressing it- 
self to the lover of nature, is being pub- 
lished by G. P, Putnam’s Sons. The au- 
thor is John G. Neihardt, and the river 
that he describes is the Missour!. The 
latter, it appears, has been a familiar ob- 
ject to Mr. Neihardt from his earliest 
recollections to the present time, and his 
descriptions thus partake, in & measure, 
of the moods that the river has aroused in 
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him and that he has seen pictured in its 
depths. - 


Three New Novels, 

Another book that is being published by 
the Putnams is a novel by Helen Hunting- 
ton, author of ‘The Sovereign Good.” 
New York society, following a brief s0o~- 
jour’ in a small New England town, 
furnishes the characters and setting for 
this new story, which bears the title of 
“An Apprentice to Truth.” 


The novel by Gertrude Hall entitled 
“The Unknown Quantity,” already de- 
scribed in these columns, is published this 
week by Henry Holt & Co. With it ts 
published another novel, called “‘ The Isle 
of Whispers,” by EB. Lawrence Duuwiey. 
This is a tale of the New England seas, 
suggested to the author through the mys- 
terious ‘No Man’s Land” lying off 
Martha’s Vineyard,
